Adopted by the Fourth Annual Council, Fune rst, 1881. 


ORGANIZATION. 


Ist. The Council shall be opened each day with prayer. 
2d. After the call to order, no member shall remain 
standing, nor afterward stand except to address the Chair. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Ist. After the organization of the Council, the following 
order of business shall be observed: 

The appointment of a Committee on the Credentials of 
Lay Delegates. 

The appointment of a Treasurer pro tempore, when the © 
Treasurer is absent. 

The adoption of rules of order. 

The reading of the journal of the preceding day. 

The reading of the pastoral addresses. 

The appointment of committees. 

Reports of standing committees. 

Reports of special committees. 

Unfinished business. 

2d. There shall be appointed by the President, not later 
than the second day of the Council, unless otherwise direct- 
ed, the following standing committees, to consist of an 
equal number of each order: 

A Committee on the State of the Church, to whom shall 
be referred the address of the Bishop on the opening of the 
Council. 

A Committee on Paroclwal Reports. 

A Committee on the Admission of New Parishes. 

A. Committee on Finance, consisting of laymen. 
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A Committee on the Episcopal Fund and the Permanent 
Fund. 

A Committee on the Brotherhood. 

A Committee on Unfinished Business. 


ORDER OF DEBATE. 


Ist. When a motion is made and seconded, it shall be 
stated by the President, and if in writing, be read by the 
Secretary, before debated. 


2d. After a motion is stated by the President, or read by 
the Secretary, it shall be deemed in possession of the 
Council, but may be withdrawn by the mover at any time 
before amendment or decision, with the consent of his 
second. 


3d. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the 
President or any member require it. 


4th. No new motion or proposition shall be admitted - 
under color of amendment as a substitute for the motion or 
proposition under debate. 


5th. When a question is under debate, no motion shall 
be received but to adjourn, to lay on the table, for the pre- 
vious question, to postpone indefinitely, to postpone to a 
certain day, to commit, or to amend, which several motions 
shall have precedence in the order enumerated; and the 
first three shall be decided without debate. 


6th. The previous question shall be admitted only when 
demanded by a majority of the members present. It shall 
be in this form: “Shall the main question :be now put?” 
and until decided, all debate and amendment are pre- 
cluded. 

7th. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, and 
shall be decided without debate. 


8th. When a member desires to speak in debate, or pre- 
sent any matter to the Council, he shall rise from his seat, 
and respectfully address himself to the President, and 
shall confine himself to the question under debate, avoid- 
ing all personality. 
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oth. If any member transgress the rules of the Council, 
the President shall, or any member may, call him to order; 
in which case, the member so called to order shall immedi- 
ately take his seat, unless permitted to explain. If the rul- 
ing of the President be appealed from, the Council shall 
decide the appeal without debate. 


10th. When two or more members rise at once, the Pres- | 
ident shall decide who is entitled to the floor. 


11th. No member shall speak more than twice to the 
same question, without leave of the Council. 


12th. The vote on all questions shall be taken by ayes 
and noes, whenever three members require it. 


13th. Any member may call for a division of the ques- 
tion where the sense will admit of it, but a motion to strike 
out and insert shall be deemed indivisible. 


14th. Every member who may be in the house when the 
question is put shall’ give his vote, unless the Council for 
special reasons shall excuse him. 


15th. No member shall vote upon a question in the de- 
cision of which he is immediately and personally interested. 


16th. Upon a division and count of the Council on any 
question, no member shall be counted who is not within 
the limits assigned as seats to the members. 


17th. When a question has been decided by the Council, 
or postponed indefinitely, it may be reconsidered upon 
motion made bya member voting in the majority: provided, 
such motion be made on the same or next succeeding day 
of the session.

SHEPHERDSTowN, W. Va., Wednesday, Fune 1, 1887. 


The Fourth Annual Council of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, in the Diocese of West Virginia, met this day in 
Trinity Church, Shepherdstown, at 10 o’clock A. M. 


Morning Prayer was read by the Rev. J. F. Woods and 
Rev. R. A. Cobbs, the Ante-Communion Service by the 
Rev. R. D. Roller, and the sermon was preached by the 
Rev. |W. Legetrom Phil. iii: 17. 


The Holy Communion was administered by the Bishop, 
assisted by the Rev. R. D. Roller. 


Immediately after Divine Service, the Council was called 
to order by the Bishop, and the following clergy answered 
to their names: Rt. Rev. G. W. Peterkin, D. D., Bishop; 
and Rev. Messrs. Cobbs, Gibbons, Lea, Leavell, R. H. 
Mason, Woods, Gibson, Swope, Buchanan, Roller, Powers, 

and Blake. 


The roll of the Lay Delegates whose certificates had been 
handed in to the Secretary was then called, and the follow- 
ing were found present: Messrs. Cruger W. Smith, N.S.

Rev. G. W. Dame, Jr.,and Mr. W. H. Hogeman, not 
present yesterday, appeared and took their seats. 


The Rev. J. T. Loftus, of the Diocese of Dubiln, Ireland, 
and officiating in Hardy and Hampshire Counties, also took 
his seat. 


The Bishop then read his annual address, as follows: 
Dinter a ADDRESS, 


Our Fourth Annual Council meets under continued evi- 
dence of God’s good hand upon us. Some of our brethren 
have indeed been transferred to other fields, and we miss 
them; but others have been raised up to enter into their 
labors, and still others added to ovr number, so that never 
before did we have so many laborers at work in this part 
of the Lord’s vineyard. 


I give first a summary of my official acts since the last 
Council. 


Saturday, Fune r2th.—Preached in the Free Chapel, at 
Raven Rock, Pleasants County. | 
Sunday, Fune 13th.—Addressed the Sunday-School in 
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the Methodist Church, Grape Island, and preached morn- 
ing and night. 


Thursday, Fune r7th—In company with the Rev. Dr. 
Meade, visited Harper’s Ferry, and preached in the Pres- 
byterian Church. 


The small congregation at this point has been still further 
weakened by removals; but many of them still have hopes 
of getting such a sum for damages from the Government 
as will enable them to restore their church-building. 


Friday, Fune r8th—Preached in the lecture-room of 
Trinity Church, Shepherdstown. 


Sunday, Fune 20th.—Addressed the Sunday-School, and 
preached morning and night in Trinity Church. At night 
confirmed five persons. In the afternoon preached in 
Bethesda Methodist Chapel, at the Cross-roads. During 
this week, on Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday, I was 
occupied in attending the Commencement Exercises at the 
High School, and the Seminary. 


Sunday, June 27th.—In the morning preached in Trinity 
Church, Howard County, Maryland, and in the afternoon 
in the chapel of the same church. 


Sunday, July 4th.—Preached in Memorial Church, Balti- 
more. 

Sunday, July r8th.—I had an appointment for Berkeley 
Springs on this day, but being called to Richmond by the 
serious illness of my father, I preached in the morning at 
St. James Church, and at night at St. Mark’s. 


Thursday, July 22a.—\ stopped at Berkeley Springs, and 
was glad to find things looking so favorable for our Church. 
A friend from Philadelphia promises a communion-set for 
the church, and another is disposed to give a lot suitable 
for the building. 

Sunday, July 25th.—Preached in the Baptist Church at 
Gladesville, Preston County, and at night in the new school- 
house at Irondale Furnace. 

Large congregations assemble at these points, and there 
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is great promise of usefulness to a faithful laborer who 
would enter into the work. The Rev. Mr. Powers adds to 
his otherwise abundant labors the supervision of our little 
flock at Irondale. 


Wednesday, July 29th.—Lectured in Trinity Church, Par- 


kersburg. 


Sunday, August rst—In the morning preached in Christ 
Church, Bunker Fill; in the afternoon in St. Bartholomew’s, 
Leetown, and confirmed one, and at night preached in Grace 
Church, Middleway. | 


Saturday, August 7th.—Preached in St. Paul’s Church, 
Weston. 


- Sunday, August Sth.—Preached morning and night in St. 
Paul’s, Weston, and in the morning confirmed six. In the 
afternoon preached at the Asylum. 


In company with the Rev. Mr. Powers and Rev. Mr. 
Dame, I started this week on a horseback tour of about 
three hundred and fifty miles through the interior of the 
State, passing through the counties of Lewis, Braxton, 
Webster, Pocahontas, Randolph, and Upshur. We had 
made appointments wherever we could on our route, 
and were everywhere received and welcomed with the 
greatest kindness and hospitality. The good people of 
these counties were certainly not forgetful of the Apostolic 
command to entertain strangers, and although we cannot 
claim that in thus treating us they were entertaining angels 
unawares, yet oftentimes giving to us far more than cups of 
cold water because we belonged to Christ, we believe 
that they will not lose their reward. We found along our 
route about twenty-five communicants, and baptized nine 
children. We had, it may be, thirty Mission Service books 
with us, and were able to have the service at every point 
which we visited. It seems fair to suppose that, perhaps, 
one thousand people attended these services of our Church 
for the first time in their lives. 

Tuestay, August roth—Preached in a school-house at 
Jacksonville, seventeen miles south of Weston. 
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Wednesday, August rrth—FPreached in the Methodist 
Church in Sutton, Braxton Courthouse. 


Thursday, August r2th—In the same Church made an 
address after a sermon from Rev. Mr. Powers. 


Sunday, August 15th—Preached in the Baptist Church, 
Addison, Webster C. H. The Methodist Quarterly Con- 
ference, which was holding its session in this Church during 
our stay in Addison, kindly gave way to us for this ser- 
vice, and joined very heartily in our worship. 


Tuesday, August 17th.—Preached in the Presbyterian 
Church, at Mingo Flats, Randolph County. 


Thursday, August rgth—In the morning baptized an in- 
fant, and preached in Dr. Ligon’s house, Clover Lick, Po- 
cahontas County, and at night in the Methodist Church, 
Greenbank. 


Friday, August 20th—Preached in the Presbyterian 
Church, at Dunmore. 


Saturday, August 21st—Preached in the Methodist 
Church, Hillsboro’. 


Sunday, August 22d.—In the morning preached in the 
Methodist Church, Hillsboro’, and at night in the Presby- 
terian Church, Huntersville. 


Monday, August 23da.—In Huntersville baptized three 
infants. 


On this Saturday and Sunday, while I was preaching at 
Hillsboro’ and Huntersville, my brethren in travel were 
improving their time by holding services at Clover Lick 
and two places in the vicinity, and also at Greenbank and 
Dunmore. ; 


Though we have no Missionary, as yet, for our people in 
Pocahontas, I advised them to try and prepare for the 
future by purchasing a lot which might be suitable for 
church and parsonage. 


Wednesday, August 25th—Preached in the Presbyterian 
Church, at Beverley. 
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Thursday, August 26th.— Preached in the Presbyterian 
Church, in Buckhannon. In this town there seems to bean 
opening for us, just at. this time, with a fair prospect of se- 
curing a church-building ata reasonable price. In years 
gone by, some of the faithful men who had charge of the 
Church in Weston, have extended their labors to Buck- 
hannon; but there has never been, so far as I know, an at- 
tempt to establish a regular Mission or Parish there. This, 
by the blessing of God, we hope now to accomplish. 


Sunday, August 29th.—Preached in the morning in 
Trinity Church, Parkersburg, and in the afternoon in the 
school-house at Tavernersville. At night took part ina ser- 
vice for deaf-mutes, conducted by Rev. Job Turner. Mr. 
Gibson was absent on Missionary duty, at my request. 


Sunday, September 5th.—In the morning preached in the 
ball-room at the White Sulphur Springs, and at night in 
the rooms of the Mission at Lewisburg, and confirmed two. 


Tuesday, September 7th —Had an appointment at Ronce- 
verte, and attempted to keep it, but the violent and con- 
tinuous rain prevented. 


Wednesday, September Sth.—Preached in the rooms of the 
Mission, Lewisburg, and after service addressed the con- 
eregation on the subject of building a Church. 


Sunday, September 12th—Preached morning and after- 
noon in Epiphany Chapel, Glencoe. 


These points last mentioned, Lewisburg, Ronceverte, and 
Glencoe, enjoy now the pastoral care of the Rev. F. D. 
Lee, who has recently come to the Diocese. He extends 
his ministrations to Hinton, and Alderson’s. 


Monday, September 13th —I\n the Baptist Church, on 
Big Sewell Mountain, I preached, and baptized an infant. 


Tuesday, September r4th—At Meadow Bluff, I baptized — 
an infant. On the evening of the same day I preached in 
the Presbyterian Church at Alderson’s. On the next morn- 
ing I baptized an infant. 
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Wednesday, September 15th—Preached in the school- 
house ‘at Ansted, near the Hawk’s Nest, and baptized an 
infant. We have promise of a Church here in the spring. 


Thursday, September 16th.—Preached in Calvary Church, 
Coal Valley. I found this Church beautifully lighted, and 
furnished with handsome Bible and Prayer-Book, which 
were given by the miners who worship there. 


Sunday, September roth.—\In the morning preached in 
St. James Church, Richmond, and at night in St. Paul’s 
Church. 


Wednesday, September 22da.—Preached in the Meade Me- 
morial Church, Manchester, Virginia. I was glad to greet 
again our faithful friend, and former fellow-worker in this 
Diocese, the Rev. Mr. Lacy. He carries with him to his 
new field our earnest prayers for God’s blessing upon him 
and nis work. 


Sunday, September 26th.—Mr. Gibson being absent, at 
my request, on Missionary duty, | preached morning and 
night in Trinity Church, Parkersburg. 


Wednesday, September 29th.—\ preached in Christ Church, 
Fairmont, and was glad to find that the promise of the 
new Church had been abundantly fulfilled in the handsome, 
and commodious, and very complete building in which I 
held service on this occasion. 


Sunday, October 3a.—In the morning preached in St. 
James Church, Staunton, Delaware, and in the afternoon in 
St. James, Newport. 


The month of October was occupied in attendance upon 
the General Convention, in the city of New York. 


You are already familiar with the result of its meetings. 
Among other notable Conventions, this last one will long be 
distinguished for the very practical character of its delibera- 
tions and enactments. The Missionary work of our Church 
received a fresh impetus, not only from the stirring addresses 
of our Missionary Bishops, but also from the full discussion 
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of the details of the work, and the plans actually adopted to 
increase its efficiency. Action was taken looking toward 
the better provision for our disabled Clergy, and toward the 
formation of a Building-Fund, a need long and sorely felt. 
Another most important measure was the appointment of a 
Commission on Liturgical Enrichment, from whose labors 
we may hope to have such measures proposed as will result 
in enriching our Book of Common Prayer, by drawing upon 
the unexhausted wealth of Scripture, and all the accumulated 
liturgical treasures of the Universal Church. 


In this connection I would call the attention of the Coun- 
cil to a proposed amendment to the Ratification of the Book 
of Common Prayer, made known to you according to Ar- 
ticle VIII. of the Constitution.

Church, Hartford City. 


Wednesday, November 17th.—\n the morning preached in 
the German Church, Mason City, and confirmed one, and 
in the evening in the Presbyterian Church, West Columbia. 


Thursday, November 18th-—Met the Kanawha Convoca- 
tion at Christ Church, Point Pleasant, and preached. 


Friday, November roth—TYook part in a missionary meet- 
ing in the same church, and made an address. 


Sunday, November 21st—In the morning preached in 
Bruce Chapel, Mercer’s Bottom, and in the evening in 
Christ Church, Point Pleasant. . 


I took advantage of my visit to these congregations to 
urge upon them, as strongly as I could, the great impor- 
tance of a Rectory, as giving a stability to their Parish not 
otherwise to be obtained. 


Wednesday, November 24th—I\n company with the Rev. 
Mr. Dame went to Philippi, Barbour County, and preached 
in the Presbyterian Church. 


Sunday, November 28th—Preached in St. Matthew’s 
Church, Wheeling. 


By appointment I met, on this visit, the Rev. Mr. Spald- 
ing, to confer with him and with our Church people on the 
Island, in regard to a Mission to be established there. 
The result of our conference will, in due time, be placed 
before the Council in the form of an application from St. 
Luke’s Mission, on the Island, to be constituted an inde- 
pendent Parish, and admitted into union with the Council. 


Sunday, December 5th—Preached morning and night in 
Christ Church, Clarksburg. In the morning administered 
the Communion, and at night confirmed six persons. 


Thursday, December oth—Met the Northern Convocation 
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in Christ Church, Fairmont, and made an address at a 
Missionary meeting. 


Saturday, December r1th—Preached in St. John’s Church, 
Brooke County. 


Sunday, December 12th—In the morning preached in St. 
John’s Church, Brooke County, and in the evening in Christ 
Church, Wellsburg. 


Since our last Council the Rev. Mr. Buchanan has relin- 
quished the charge of St. John’s, and they now have no 
regular services. 


Wednesday, December 15th Attended a temperance meet- 
ting in the Baptist Church in Parkersburg, and made an 
address. 


Saturday, December 1Sth— Attended the Chaplains’ Ex- 
aminations in Charlestown. In the afternoon made an 
address in Zion Church. 


Sunday, December rgth.—Accompanied by the Rev. Mr. 
Leavell, went to Shepherdstown and preached in Trinity 
Church. 


Monday, December 20th—Attended a called meeting of 
the Vestry of Trinitv Church, Shepherdstown, and in the 
afternoon was present at the Chaplains’ Examinations in 
Charlestown. 


Tuesday, December 21st-——In Zion Church, Charlestown, 
I admitted to Priests’ orders the Rev. J. H. W. Blake and 
the Rev. J. D. Ferguson, Deacons. The Rev. Dr. Trapnell, 
of Maryland, preached the sermon, and with the Rev. Drs. 
Meade and Stevenson, and the Rev. Messrs Mason and 
Roller, united in the laying on of hands. Bishop Penick 
took part in the Communion service. 


Saturday, December 25th.—Christmas day. I preached in 
Trinity Church, Parkersburg. 

Sunday, December 26th.—Preached morning and night in 
Trinity Church, Parkersburg. 


Thursday, Fanuary 6th, 188r1.—Epiphany. Attended the 
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matriculation of the Theological and College Students at 
Gambier, Ohio, and preached the sermon. On this day 
and the following, I was occupied with my duties as a Vis- 
itor of Gambier, and was glad to find so great an increase 
in the numbers in the College, the Grammar School, and 
the Seminary, and also such evidences of sound and 
thorough teaching and careful Christian training. Gam- 
bier is very convenient to a gieat part.of our Diocese, and 
I cordially commend it to the attention of our people as an 
Institution worthy their patronage and confidence. 


I herewith lay before the Council a communication from 
the Bishops of Ohio and Southern Ohio, and also one 
from the Secretary of the Board of Trustees of the Church 
Institutions at Gambier, asking us to unite in the mainten- 
ance of these Institutions, and inviting us to elect one 
Clergyman and one Layman to serve on the Board of Trus- 
tees of the same. | commend the matter to your favorable 
consideration. 


Saturday, Fanuary S&th.—Met the Mite Society of St. 
Matthew’s Church, Wheeling, at the house of the Rector. 
Such Societies are much to be commende! as important 
instrumentalities in developing the working power of a 
Parish, and also in bringing the scattered memers of the 
congregation together and promoting a good understand- 
ing between them. In such meetings I, too, find an oppor- 
tunity of seeing socially, more persons than I could other- 
wise hope to do. 


Sunday, Fanuary gth.—In the morning preached in St 
Matthew’s, and in the afternoon addressed the Sunday- 
School. In the evening preached in St Luke’s, on the 
Island. This Mission, so recently started, gives already 
large promise of usefulness and growth. 


Monday, Fanuary roth.—In company with Rev. Mr. 
Buchanan, I visited Trinity Hall, Washington, Pennsyl- 
vania, a School for boys, and made a short address. This 
School is under the charge of the Rev. Mr. Earp, and is so 
situated as to be available for many of our people—espe- 
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cially those in the city of Wheeling and the Pan Handle. 
It offers great attractions to those who have sons to edu- 
cate, and under the present efficient management has, in the 
short time of two years, attained such a measure of suc- 
cess as to give great promise of usefulness. 


Sunday, Fanuary r6th—Preached morning and _ after- 
noon in Emmanuel Church, Volcano. 


Sunday, January 23¢—Preached morning and night in 
Trinity Church, Parkersburg, the Rector being absent, at 
my request, on Missionary duty. 


Tuesday, January 25th—Addressed a prayer-meeting in 
the M. E. Church, Parkersburg. 


Sunday, January 30th.—Preached morning and afternoon 
in the rooms of the Mission of the Good Shepherd, Graf- 
ton, and in the morning confirmed four persons. 


Saturday, February 5th—Preached in Mt. Zion Church, 
Hedgesville. 


Sunday, February 6th.—Preached morning and night in 
Mt. Zion Church, Hedgesville. In the morning confirmed 
four persons, and in the afternoon addressed the Sunday- 
School. It gives me pleasure to record that the movement 
looking toward the purchase of a Parsonage, which was 
inaugurated in November, 18709, has been successful. Quite 
a comfortable house has been secured, at an expense of 
about $450. 


Saturday, February r2th—Visited the Industrial School of 
Trinity Church, Martinsburg, and addressed the children. 
This is one of those Institutions that best serves the com- 
munity in which it is established, and the Church that 
carries it on. It is one of the most practical evidences that 
can be given that Religion not only makes people blessed 
in themselves, but also a blessing to all around them. 


Sunday, February 13th—Preached morning and night in 
Trinity Church, Martinsburg. In the morning addressed the 
Sunday-School, and in the afternoon visited and addressed 


the Mission school in Strinesville. About fourteen hundred 
4 
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dollars has been collected to enlarge the church in Martins- 
burg, and in my judgment no movement could be more 
important for the congregation. 


Tuesday, February 15th—Met the Chaplains at the Theo- 
logical Seminary. 


Sunday, February 20th.—Preached morning and night in 
Trinity Church, Shepherdstown, and in the morning ad- 
dressed the Sunday-School. 


Wednesday, February 23d.—Preached in Grace Church, 
Ravenswood. The remaining days of the week I spent in 
Ripley, chiefly in private conference with our Church peo- 
ple, trying to secure the completion of the Church-building, 
which has been standing for a long time in an unfinished state. 


Sunday, February 27th——Preached morning and night in 
the Methodist Church, Ripley. 

Monday, February 28th.—In the country baptized two 
children of St. John’s congregation. In the evening 
preached in Grace Church, Ravenswood. 


Sunday, March 6th.—Preached in Trinity Church, Par- 
kersburg. 


Friday, March 1ith—WLectured in Trinity Church, Par- 
kersburg. 


Sunday, March 1 +3th.—Preached again morning and 
night in the same church, and during the week lectured on 
Wednesday and Friday nights. 


Sunday, March 20th—Preached morning and night in 
Trinity Church, Parkersburg, the Rector being absent at 
Newark, Wirt County, on Missionary duty. 


Tuesday, March 22d.—Preached in the Court-House at 
New Martinsville, and confirmed four persons. 


Wednesday, March 23d.—Preached again in the Court- 
House at New Martinsville. 


Thursday, March 24th—At the request of the Standing 
Committee of the Diocese of Pittsburgh, I preached in 
Trinity Church, Washington, Pennsylvania, and confirmed 
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twenty-one persons. It gave ‘me great pleasure to be able 
to render this help to my Rt. Rev. Brother, the Bishop of 
Pittsburgh, who has been for some months disabled by 
sickness. 


Friday, March 25th—In St. Matthew’s Church, Wheel- 
ing, confirmed five persons. The same evening I met the 
candidates for Confirmation, in St. Luke’s Chapel, and ad- 
dressed them. I also delivered a lecture at the evening 
service. 


Sunday, March 27th.—In the morning I preached in St. 
Matthew’s, Wheeling, and confirmed nineteen persons— 
making a total of twenty-four on this visitation. In the 
evening I preached in St. Luke’s Chapel, on the Island, and 
confirmed thirteen. There is great encouragement in the 
condition of the Church of Wheeling. Not only has the 
Mission on the Island sprung into existence, and become 
self-supporting from the first, but the way seems open to 
add another to our number of independent Parishes. It is 
expected that during this year the Chapel will be very 
much enlarged, to afford accommodations that are abso- 
lutely needed for the increasing congregations. In the 
meantime St. Matthew’s, the original Parish Church, suffers 
no material loss by the establishment of St. Luke’s. In 
giving valuable members freely to the new Mission the 
older Church finds the promise true, “He that watereth 
shall be watered himself.’ It is also confidently believed 
that the aggressive spirit of the Church in Wheeling has 
not spent itself in the effort on the Island, but that both 
congregations will now be found united to lay foundations 
in South Wheeling upon which shall speedily rise the 
structure of a new and thriving Parish. 


We cannot longer remain indifferent to the wants of that 
large population, or fail to redeem our lost inheritance in 
that part of the city. 


Monday, March 23th—I preached in the Methodist 
Church at Sistersville, and confirmed eight persons, 
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Tuesday, March 29th—I preached in the same place and 
administered the Holy Communion. 


At New Martinsville, and Sistersville, the candidates were 
presented by the Rev. Mr. Buchanan. He officiates regu- 
larly at each one of these places on one Sunday in every 
two months. As the result of these faithful miunistrations, ' 
seventeen persons have been confirmed in the last twelve 
months, nine at New Martinsville, and eight at Sistersville ; 
and these, with five previously presented at Sistersville by 
the Rev. Mr. Tompkins, swell the number to twenty-one 
in the past two years. At both places we have lots secured 
for Churches, and at New Martinsville a beautiful and inex- 
pensive plan has been adopted for a Church-building, which 
will be carried out, it is hoped, during this year. The suc- 
cessful building of this Church will be followed, we trust, 
by one at Sistersville. 


In the history of these two Stations during the past two 
years, we have evidence of what can be done by faithful 
effort, even where it may seem to bea day of very small 
things. 

The annual visit of the Bishop has led on to the visit of 
the Missionary once every two months. The few scattered 
and dispirited communicants, about sixteen in number, have 
grown to nearly forty, a lot has been secured in each place, 
and such moneys subscribed towards Church-buildings, that 
it is safe to anticipate the erection of a neat Chapel in each 
Mission during the next twelve months. It is by the brave 
and faithful prosecution of such work all over the State that 
our scattered people are to be cared for, and many others 
gathered into the fold for their own highest good, and the 
strengthening and development of our beloved Church. 


friday, April rst—Lectured in Trinity Church, Par- 
kersburg. 


Sunday, April 3d, A. M.—Preached in St. John’s, Pleasants 
County. P. M.—Preached in the Methodist Church, Wil- 
liamstown. I cannot but record in this place my high ap- 
preciation of the Christian kindness and courtesy which I 
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find everywhere extended to me, by the Ministers and mem- 
bers of other Churches throughout the State, and I will 
say especially by those of the Methodist Church. My 
visit to Williamstown was the second occasion during the 
past twelve months, when the regular exercises of the 
Quarterly Meeting were suspended in order that I might 
officiate. It is my earnest hope that such services as I may, 
from time to time, thus hold in different parts of the State 
may be blessed of God, not only to the few scattered sheep 
of our own fold, but also to the good of others, and that 
they may be one of the instrumentalities He will employ to 
further the answer to our constant prayer, that “all who pro- 
fess and call themselves Christians may be joined together 
in unity of Spirit, in the bond of peace, and in righteous- 
ness of life.” 


Wednesday and Thursday, 6th and 7th April.—I \ectured 
in the chapel of Trinity Church, Parkersburg. 


Sunday, April roth—Preached in St. Mark’s Church, 
St. Albans, morning and night; and at night confirmed 
two. On this visit I stayed for the first time in the new 
Parsonage, and found it all that could be desired. The 
Rector and the Parish are much to be congratulated on 
account of its completion. 


Monday, April r1th—Preached in St. Mark’s Church, 
St. Albans. 


Wednesday, April 13th——Preached in the Hall at Coal- 
burgh, andconfirmed one. The remaining days of this, 
Passion Week, I spent in Charleston; on Thursday night 
administering the Communion and making an address, and 
preaching on Friday and Saturday, morning and night. 


Sunday, April 17th—Easter Day. In St. John’s Church, 
Charleston, I preached morning and night. In the morn- 
ing I administered the Communion, and at night I con- 
firmed six persons. In the afternoon I addressed the 
Sunday-School. 


Monday, April r1&th.—Accompanied by the Rev. Mr. 
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Cobbs, visited Ansted, near the Hawk’s Nest, and preached 
in the school-house. At this point a Church is under con- 
tract to be built during the Summer. 


Wednesday, April 20th.—In Calvary Church, Coal Valley, 
preached and confirmed nine. This Mission continues to 
prosper. I realize the importance of it the more frequently 
I visit this section of the country. Probably no class of 
men in the community are more exposed to sudden danger 
and death, than are those who make their livelihood by 
working on the Railroads and in the Mines. During my 
brief stay in the neighborhood of Coal Valley, no less than 
three men were killed in the mines. Surely we ought to 
seek out these men, as far as we can, and while there is but 
a step between them and death, show them the way of life. 


Sunday, April 24th—Preached morning and night in the 
Presbyterian Church, in Huntington, which our congrega- 
tion regularly rents for services, and at night confirmed 
one. 


Thursday, April 28th-—\In Wheeling, in connection with 
the Rector of the Church, officiated at the wedding of 
Bishop Penick, and Miss Hoge,a member of St. Matthew’s 
Church. The Bishop and his wife sail for Africa at an 
early day. I cannot but feel that our interest in the work 
of our Church on the West Coast of Africa, will be much 
increased by the recollection that one from our own Dio- 
cese has gone out to that field, to share its toils and respon- 
sibilities. Let us pray more earnestly and more constantly 
for our Dear Brethren and friends who are working in far- 
distant Heathen countries, and never suffer a selfish regard 
to our own needs to cause us to forget them, or fail to real- 
ize that,as we hope to share in the triumphs of Christ’s 
Kingdom, we must also share the responsibilities and dan- 
gers which belong to its progress in the world. I count it 
one of the most hopeful signs of our growing life that our 
ministers and parishes generally seem‘to recognize their 
relationship to the Universal Church, and are even now, 
while it is yet a day of small things with us, showing by 
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their steady contributions to Missions outside of our Dio- 
cese, their abiding interest in the progress of Christ’s King- 
dom in the world. God grant that we may all abound in 
this grace more and more. 


Friday, April 29th—In Trinity Church, Martinsburg, 
preached and confirmed seventeen, and on the next morn- 
ing confirmed one in private. 


Sunday, May rst.—I\n Zion Church, Charlestown, preached 
morning and afternoon, and at the second service confirmed 
four. In the morning addressed the Sunday-School. 


Monday, May 2d.—In St. Paul’s Church, Weston, preached 
and confirmed twelve, two of whom were colored persons. 
On the afternoon of the same day confirmed one in private. 


Tuesday, May 3d.—I\n the Methodist Church, in Buck- 
hannon, preached and confirmed five persons, presented by 
the Rev. Mr. Powers. 


Sunday, May Sth—Preached morning and night in All 
Saints Church, Union. In the morning addressed the 
Sunday-School, and at night confirmed two. 


Tuesday, May roth.—Preached in All Saints, Union. 


Wednesday, May r11th—Preached in the Union Church, 
at Ronceverte. 


Thursday, May 12th—Preached in Lewisburg, and 
formally organized the Mission under the name of St. James. 


lyiday, May 13th—Preached in the Presbyterian Church, 
in Alderson’s. 


Sunday, May 15th.—Preached in the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, in Hinton, and confirmed one. I had expected 
on this occasion to use our own Church, but found it not 
yet ready for use. It is gratifying, however, to know that 
it wants but a few days’ work to complete it. The lot is 
most eligible and of sufficient size to afford room for a 
Parsonage. The Church-building is of brick, most sub- 
stantial and sightly. The cost will be $1,500, of which $500 
is yet to be raised, 
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Wednesday, May 18th.—I was in attendance at the open- 
ing of the Virginia Council, in Danville, and the Consecra- 
tion of Epiphany Church, and took part in the services. In 
the afternoon of the same day, together with the Rev. Dr. 
Meade, of Charlestown, I attended the meeting of the Trus- 
tees of the Theological Seminary, and High School, of Vir- 
ginia. As the Diocese is profoundly interested in these In- 
stitutions, you will be glad to know that they were never in 
a more flourishing condition than at present. 


Friday, May 20th—Preached in Epiphany Church, 
Danville. 


Sunday, May 22d.—Preached morning and afternoon in 
St. James Church, Richmond, and at night in Moore Memo- 
rial Church. In the morning, also addressed the Sunday- 
School of St. James Church, and had the pleasure of thank- 
ing them, as on a similar occasion last year, for an Easter 
offering for our Diocesan Missions. 


Thursday, May 26th—Ascension Day. Preached in 
Trinity Church, Parkersburg, and confirmed eleven per- 
sons. In this Parish, work has been begun on a Chapel and 
Sunday-School Room, which has been found absolutely 
necessary for the congregation. 


Sunday, May 29th—Preached morning and afternoon in 
the School-Room, Trinity Parish, Morgantown, and in the 
evening confirmed three, one of them being a student at 
the University. 


Monday, May 30th—Read prayers in the chapel of the 
University, and addressed the students. 


Also attended a meeting of the Vestry of the Parish, at 
which steps were taken to procure a lot for a Church- 
building. 


On the evening of the ‘same day preached in Chrits 
Church, Fairmont, and confirmed one. 
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Summary.—Places visited, 64; visitations, 83; baptisms 
(infant), 9; ordinations, 1; ordained, 2; marriages, I; ser- 
mons and addresses, 216; confirmations, 29; number con- 
firmed in the Diocese, 155. 


In presenting this Summary of work performed during 
the past year, I think it right to remind the Council, as I 
have done before, that in a Diocese like West Virginia a 
large part of the Bishop’s time is necessarily consumed in 
travelling. This is an item not to be forgotten in consider- 
ing the length and frequency of his visits. 


In reading my address I pass very easily from one point 
to another, but in doing the duty indicated, by even one 
such transition, sometimes five hundred miles are traversed. 
In common with many others, I am confidently looking for 
the day, when, by the construction of much-needed Railways, 
this consumption of time will be greatly lessened, and the 
various parts of the State will be knit more closely together. 


During these three years past we have lost by transfer to 
other fields of labor seven of the fourteen Ministers who 
took part in the formation of the Diocese, but we have 
added fourteen to ovr number, so that now we have twenty- 
one, and also three candidates for orders, one of whom 
expects to be ordained the latter part of this month. 


To the twenty-six Church-buildings which we had three 
years ago, we have added six, two of them being in place 
of other buildings torn down. We have the immediate 
prospect of building five new Churches, and seven others 
are proposed, and a fair start made towards their erection. 
Four Churches have paid off their indebtedness, leaving, 
as far as I know, only two with outstanding obligations. 

One Parsonage has been bought, one entirely rebuilt, 
two very much enlarged and improved, another new one is 
now nearly completed, and still another in an important 
Parish will be begun as soon as a lot can be secured. 

In the same time our Communicants have largely in- 
creased. About 1,200 were reported at our first Annual 
Council, which met in 1878. To this number there have 
been PaaS by transfer, and also by the more careful canvass 
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of the territory outside of our regularly organized Parishes, 
about 250, and by Confirmation, 562. I give this summary 
for the three years past, place here, as many who hear or 
read this address, may never see the reports printed in the 
Journal of the General Convention. 

According to the provisions of Section 3, Canon L., Title 
B, I report the following Mission Stations as organized 
and in good standing: 

St. Luke’s, Wheeling ; Advent Mission, Ansted; St. Ste- 
phen’s, Romney; Coalburgh, Kanawha County; New-River 
Mission, Hinton; Coal Valley, Fayette ; St. James, Lewis- 
burg. 

There are other Stations which are really organized for 
working, and are working successfully ; but as they have 
not yet fully complied with the terms of the Canon, I can- 
not so report them. 


CHANGES IN THE DIOCESE AND, AMONG THE CLERGY. 


During the past year, Letters Dimissory have been given 
to the Rev. J. P. Hubbard, to the Diocese of Pennsylvania; 
to the Rev. T. H. Lacy, to the Diocese of Virginia; to the 
Rev. J. D. Ferguson, to the Diocese of Missouri. 


Letters Dimissory have been received in behalf of the 
Rev. F. D. Lee, from the Diocese of Virginia; of the Rev. 
C. N. Spalding, from the Diocese of Central Pennsylvania ; 
of the Rev. Joshua Cowpland, from the Diocese of Penn- 
sylvania. 

The Rev. L. R. Mason has moved into the Diocese, and 
taken charge of Trinity Church, Shepherdstown, although 
Letters Dimissory in his case have not yet been received. 
The Rev. J. T. Loftus, Deacon, is officiating in Emmanuel 
Church, Moorefield, and also in St. Stephen’s Mission, 
Romney. 

The Rev. F. D. Lee has taken charge of the Missions at 
Hinton, Lewisburg, and Alderson’s. The Rev. Mr. Spald- 
ing has taken charge of St. Luke’s Mission, Wheeling, and 
the Rev. Mr. Cowpland has become Rector of Pt. Pleasant 
Parish,

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The Rev. Mr. Buchanan, retaining Moundsville and Wells- 
burg, has given up the charge of St. John’s, Brooke County, 
and taken the care of the Missions at Sistersville, and New 
Martinsville. 


The Rev. Mr. Woods, retaining Volcano, has given up 
the charge of the Churches at Ravenswood, and Ripley, 
and taken the care of St. John’s Church, Pleasants County, 
and also of the Mission at Williamstown.

An interval of three years since the formation of the 
Diocese, has given us all, the opportunity of forming a 
juster estimate of the character and extent of the work 
before us. While we are comparatively a small and feeble 
Diocese, yet, it is not too much to say that we find our- 
selves, by God’s blessing, fairly sufficient for the duties of 
our responsible position. In some cases we have failed to 
do what was reasonably desired and expected: failures have 
their lessons we all do well to learn. In other cases great 
success has crowned our efforts; for them we thank God, 
and take courage. This, however, we must remember, that 
in our little camp a ought to be workers and soldiers, 
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Certainly we, with our scattered forces and widely extended 
territory, cannot afford to have in our ranks those who are 
merely honorary members of the Church of Christ. Every 
one has something to do, and every one can fxd something 
to do. 


It has been found necessary in many cases to associate 
several places together in one charge, in order that we may 
secure a proper support for the Minister. While we cheer- 
fully adopt this plan, which seems to be the only one that ° 
will enable us to minister to many of our scattered people, 
we must be careful lest we carry it too far. Confessedly 
it is not the best plan, but only a temporary expedient, 
The objections to it are to be found in the loss of time, and 
the distraction of mind, which our Missionaries have to en- 
dure on account of their being “in journeyings often,” and 
also in the irregular and infrequent services the scattered 
congregations enjoy, and the lack of that familiar inter- 
course that ought to spring up between the people and 
those who are set over them in the Lord. It is hard to 
realize the Pastoral relationship in these extensive and 
scattered charges where many of our Clergy serve. 


The only remedy we can suggest, is that there should be 
a more determined and persistent effort on the part of our 
Church people everywhere, to do more themselves in the 
way of Clerical support. If there were more frequent, and 
earnest, and thoughtful consultation about this matter, it 
would be better understood. Those who have homes of 
their own and find a good part of their living at home, or 
at least without the actual outlay of money, often do not 
realize how absolutely dependent the Minister is upon his 
salary, and how needful a thing it is that that salary should 
be promptly paid. 

And again, those who handle considerable sums of money 
and spend largely in the maintenance of their families, do 
not remember that a few dollars more, or a few dollars less, 
is often to the Minister the difference between happiness 
and misery. 


As an illustration of this, I call to mind a case that came 
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under my observation during the past year, when the small 
sum of $15, sent toa brother ata critical time, was, as he 
expressed it, the means of lifting him out of pecuniary em- 
barrassment, and causing him to go on his way rejoicing. 


The Clergy do not expect an income that will minister to 
luxury. I may say, they do not even expect what is ordi- 
narily called a competence; but that they may give them- 
selves to their work without distraction and put their heart 
and soul in it, they do desire simply to have the stream of 
their daily, common, acknowledged wants bridged over. 
And what I want our people in this connection particu- 
larly to remember is, that in this matter the least deficiency 
has often the most disastrous results. 


If you want to bridge a stream one hundred feet wide, it 
will not do to have your bridge one inch less than one 
hundred feet: indeed, it ought somewhat to exceed that 
measurement, in order that it may rest securely on the 
abutments. 

It does not take much thought to make the application. 
I trust all will make it for themselves. 


From this will appear also what is the difficulty in the 
way of reducing the size of our Missionary fields, and giv- 
ing to the different points the more frequent services which 
they desire. If the Missionary have three points, each 
one of which contributes two hundred dollars to his salary, 
and some persons think it would be best to confine his 
labors to two points, the practical question at once arises, 
Where is the other two hundred dollars to come from? 
For the Missionary, this is a very practical question. And 
I am sure that no Parish nor Mission would have the 
Bishop send out a man to cross a stream six hundred feet 
wide, when he knows perfectly well that at the end of four 
hundred feet he must go down into the waters. Brethren, 
let us hew out the rocks from our hills, and cut down the 
trees from our mountain sides, and so from our own re- 
sources build up the piers and construct the bridges which 
we need for our onward progress. I am sure there are 
among us in the Church, as in the State, resources yet un- 
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developed, and powers only waiting to be called out and 
consecrated to God. 


It is proper that, before I pass from this subject, I should 
suggest to the Parishes and Missions throughout the Dio- 
cese, that they each year make arrangements to pay the 
expenses of their Minister to our Annual Council. I know 
whereof I speak when I say that it is often with the greatest 
difficulty that the Clergy attend these meetings, and that 
sometimes they cannot go, because they cannot raise the 
few dollars absolutely necessary for their travelling expenses. 


It is of course a very great pleasure for a Clergyman to 
attend the Annual Council, for there he meets those most 
closely bound to him in the great work of the Ministry, 
and is refreshed in spirit by his intercourse with them. And 
beyond this it is a very great advantage for a Minister thus, 
once a year at least, to leave his own field of labor and 
mingle with others engaged in a like work and exchange 
views with them. Such intercourse as we maintain at our 
Councils, in all our meetings, whether for business, or for 
public services, or for the cultivation of Christian friendship 
and fellowship in the hospitable homes which are on such 
occasions thrown open to us, has a very great value for all, 
and in every way helps to promote the efficiency of all who 
share it, and to increase their lively interest in the work of 
our Church. 


There can be no doubt that one good result accomplished 
by the organization of the Diocese of West Virginia has 
been in the promotion of just this kind of intercourse, the 
bringing of our people together from all parts of the 
State, and making them feel, as they could not otherwise 
do, that they are bound together in one Communion and 
Fellowship. The Annual Council is the great means for 
breaking up the isolation in which many of our Clergy and 
people live, and for giving them fresh inspiration and 
courage for the work they have to do. This also must be 
remembered, that it is made the duty of the Minister to at- 
tend the Council, and as on this account also the people 
are in every way interested in his going, they ought to try 
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and make the way easy. Long may the Lord bless us 
with that spirit which has hitherto marked our annual 
gatherings, and made them such times of refreshing from 
His presence, that in recalling them to mind we have been 
disposed to apply to them the words of the familiar Hymn: 


“‘T fiave been there and still would go, 
’Tis like a little Heaven below.’’ 


The Missions in the Diocese must continue to be the 
great work which ought to enlist our most earnest sympa- 
thies, and call forth our best energies. The Pastoral which 
I issued during the Winter, presents the facts of the case 
with sufficient clearness to enable every one to understand 

‘the work which in God’s Providence we have to do. Only 
those who know something of the geography of the State, 
can understand the peculiar difficulties and the peculiar 
promise of our Diocesan Missions. 


Our people are scattered all through the State—on the 
railways, along the rivers, and in the interior. If, instead, 
of ninety Churches and Missions and preaching points to 
care for, we had our people gathered in half the number, 
the present work, would be easier, but the promise for the 
future would not be so cheering—we have to take up the 
work as we find it. We cannot concentrate, for who shall 
say what points we ought to abandon? In this rapidly 
developing State we may not desert any field. The popu- 
lation is pouring in, and it is not a time for us to draw back 
our hand. Ten years of hard and self-denying labor will, 
we believe, develop many of our preaching points into 
Missions, and many of our Mission Stations into vigorous, 
self-supporting Parishes. With our Diocese now fully or- 
ganized, and now for the first time having something like 
an adequate supply of men, I feel that we are just fairly 
entering on the field before us. During these next three 
years, more ought to be done than during the past three 
years, if not in the relative increase of our Clergy and 
Communicants, yet more in the building of Churches and 
Parsonages; and in the organizing of Missions, and in the 
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strengthening and consolidation of congregations every- 
where, more ought to be done in calling out the energies 
of our scattered people, and making all work together 
more efficiently for the advancement of Christ’s Kingdom. 


As the result of my observation and experience I make 
these practical suggestions for your consideration: remem- 
ber that in what we undertake we must depend mainly 
upon ourselves. We must build Churches and Chapels ac- 
cording to our means; for though we have in certain cases 
received valuable assistance from friends outside the Dio- 
cese, yet such help ought not to be relied on except to 
supplement our own earnest efforts. A congregation has 
no right to incur a heavy debt and then appeal to the pub- 
lic to pay it. There are many places in our borders where 
our people ought not to cherish any expectation of a Church 
costing more than $800. To venture beyond such reason- 
able sum is in many cases not faith, but pride or presump- 
tion. 


The frequency of service must also largely depend on 
the amount of salary regularly paid. More frequent ser- 
vice is often desired when there seems to be no thought 
that it is necessary for the people to put*forth the greater 
effort to secure it. There is no disposition to reduce this 
matter down to a strictly business basis, but even though 
the Missionaries themselves may lose sight of such consid- 
erations, surely neither the Bishop nor the people can afford 
to ignore them altogether. 


When we had only fourteen Ministers in the Diocese I said 
that we wanted every man to consider his Parish as extend- 
ing over all the unoccupied territory around him, until he 
touched elbows, as it were, with his next Clerical neighbor. 
Such a system is equally important and more feasible now 
that we have twenty-one Ministers. But the Ministers are 
not the only ones who ought to feel an interest and responsi- 
bility in carrying out sucha plan. Our people generally, 
and our Vestries especially, ought to fall into it heartily, and 
unless they do so the work of our Church in many parts 
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of the State must languish. A regular, settled, self-sup- 
porting Parish has certain tendencies towards congrega- 
tionalism against which we do well to be on our guard. 


It ought to be in the hearts of all to build up not only 
their own congregations, but the waste places near them. 
Our strong Churches ought to be thinking what they can do, 
and what they can help their Minister to do, to extend the 
ministrations of our Church to those places yet destitute 
of them. No congregation ought to consider their Min- 
ister as belonging exclusively to themselves. He serves 
them regularly, it is true, but as a part of the great Church 
towards whose general prosperity and advancement all 
ought to be glad to contribute as best they can. Who can 
tell what good might be accomplished, and what founda- 
tions firmly laid, if the Rectors of our larger Churches, with 
their experience in all kinds of Church work, and also in 
dealing with individual souls, would more frequently take 
Sundays and other days from their own Churches, and go 
out to those who need and who desire their services; minister- 
ing to our people in public and in private, doing away with 
unreasonable prejudices against our Church, and so clear- 
ing the way for Missions and Churches, when in the provi- 
dence of God the time comes for them? In doing such 
work the Vestry ought to encourage their Minister, and not 
show any disposition on every occasion to exact full ser- 
vice for themselves, in forgetfulness of their Brethren. 


All Diocesan interests are so connected with our Mis- 
sions that they flourish or languish together, and therefore 
may properly be mentioned in this connection. Our great 
effort, it is true, must be to put Missionaries in the field 
and to sustain them, but we must not forget them when they 
have grown old in service. If we cannot provide a full 
competency for them, we must at least do what we can. 
Hence, the importance of our Fund for the Disabled 
Clergy, which I am glad to say has received larger contri- 
butions during the past year than ever before. 


But beyond this it is our sacred duty to provide for the 
6 
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widow and orphan, when God in his providence takes away 
their stay and support; hence the Brotherhood. 


From this Brotherhood we hope to receive an encourag- 
ing report during this Council. The object of such an as- 
sociation commends itself, I am sure, to all our people, and 
yet there may be need to stir up your minds by way of re- 
membrance. Even in so good a work as this, nothing is 
done without earnest and systematic effort. We ought all 
of us to unite to increase our membership, and establish 
this Christian Brotherhood on a broad and enduring founda- 
tion. 


By the organization of the Church Temperance Society 
recently in New York, which hopes to extend its branches 
all over the Country, we have presented to us at last what 
I am sure many of us have desired, an opportunity of unit- 
ing in some practical scheme for the suppression of one of 
the greatest evils that afflicts our Country. 


While many of us have for a long time recognized the 
tremendous evils resu'ting from the excessive use of intox- 
icating drinks, often fostered no doubt by the drinking 
usages of Society, some of us have not seen our. way 
clearly to cooperate with the Societies already formed for 
the suppression of the evil. Without entering into any 
minute criticism of words, or meaning in the least to doubt 
the motives, or withhold our admiration at the energy of 
existing Societies, yet there are many who cannot consent 
to use the word Temperance as synonymous with Total 
Abstinence, nor to include in one sweeping condemnation 
all. who do not feel called upon to abstain entirely from 
intoxicating drinks as beverages. 


We recognize ‘‘*‘ Temperance’ as the invariable law of the 
Gospel, and ‘Total Abstinence’ as a rule of expediency in 
certain cases.’ We may go further, and say in most cases, 
or the great majority of cases; but we would guard against 
even a remote charge of immorality against those who are 
temperate men, and yet not total abstainers, and further, we 
desire to “place all methods of work and all expedients of 
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reform in a position of subordination to the authority of 
Christ and His Church.” 


There is much discussion of this question, just at this 
time, all over the State. No good Christian, no good 
citizen, can be indifferent about it, and whatever rules we 
may see fit, in the exercise of our Christian liberty, to adopt 
for ourselves, we ought, all of us, by every proper means 
in our power, seek to promote a Reformation of Society, in 
the matter of that use of spirituous liquors whereby so 
much misery results to the community and so many 
precious souls are ruined. 


I trust the Council will encourage our people everywhere 
to identify themselves with a movement in which our 
Church, following in the lead of the Mother Church of 
England, seeks to bear a witness and wage a manly war- 
fare against one of the greatest evils of the day. 


For this, and every other good work, we might well 
gather inspiration from the scenes and associations amidst 
which we are assembled. Many of us cannot forget how 
this place was, for long years, hallowed by the presence and 
labors of one who was a Prince in Israel. I am sure that 
no one can retain any distinct recollection of Dr. Andrews, 
without feeling the stimulus of his spirit and example. 


We need, every one of us, such whole-hearted consecra- 
tion for the work God has given us todo. The time is 
short, Eternity is near. Dear Brethren, let us do with our 
might what our hands find to do for God, let us apply our- 
selves with all diligence wholly to this one thing, and draw 
all our cares and studies this way. What are we living for, 
and looking for, but for the blessed hope and appearing of 
the glory of our great God and Saviour Jesus Christ? 


May we then all be found acceptable in His sight, and 
receive the reward of faithful servants.

Amendment of “The Ratification of the Book of Common 
Prayer.” 


A motion was then made to refer this to the Standing 
Committee. 


Rev. Mr. Swope moved that it be referred to a Special 
Committee of Three, to be appointed by the Bishop, and to 
report to the next Council. 


This motion was lost, and the original one carried. 


The Secretary then read a communication from the same 
officer, informing this Council of the action taken by the 
General Convention in reference to the provision to be 
made for the support of aged and infirm Clergymen, and 
the widows and orphans of deceased Clergymen; and ask- 
ing our cooperation. 


On motion of Rev. R. H. Mason, this matter was referred 
to a Special Committee, to report to this Council. 


The Secretary then read a communication from Dr. G. C. 
Shattuck, Chairman of the Committee on Expenses of the 
House of Deputies of the General Convention, in reference 
to providing for the expenses of the Clerical members of 
that Convention. | 


On motion of Mr. W. H. Hogeman, this communication 
was referred to the Committee on Finance. 


On motion of Rev. Mr. Powers, the resolution adopted 
yesterday, in reference to the hours for the afternoon ses- 
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sions of the Council, was amended so as to read from 3.30

The Standing Committee then made their Annual Report, 
as follows: 


After due notice, the Standing Committee of the Diocese 
met the 31st day of August, 1880, at the Rectory of Zion 
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Church, Charlestown—present, Rev. W. H. Meade, D. D., 
Rev. Wm. T. Leavell, Dr. James Logie, and N. S. White. 


The Body was duly organized by the election of Rev. 
W. H. Meade, D. D., as President, and N. S. White, Secre- 
tary. 


On motion, the Revs. R. R. Swope, R. H. Mason, W, 
H. H. Powers, and A. Buchanan, on the part of the Clergy, 
and R. J. McCandlish, Hon. Edmund Sehon, Cruger W. 
Smith, and S. Brady, on the part of the Laity, were chosen 
Alternate Delegates to the General Convention, to be held 
in October next. 


On the toth of November, 1880, the Rev. J. H. W. 
Blake was recommended for Priest’s Orders, and on the 2d

The Rev. R. R. Swope then presented the following 
Report from the Committee on Constitution and Canons: 


The amendment to Article III. of the Constitution, found 
on page 38, Journal of 1880, and reading as follows—“ That 
each Parish or separate Congregation be allowed one Lay 
Delegate for every one hundred Communicants, or any less 
number; over one hundred, and less than two hundred, two 
Lay Delegates; over two hundred Communicants, and less 
than three hundred, three Lay Delegates”—is not recom- 
mended, and for the following reasons: our Councils are a 
mixed system of Clergy and Laity, nicely equalized, and 
adjusted so as to balance well—a principle that applies to 
our General as to our Diocesan Conventions. In adopting 
this rule, it was the design of our fathers to make the two 
Orders equal in legislation. To preserve this balance, each 
Parish is allowed a Lay Delegate for every settled Minister, 
and in those Dioceses where more than one Lay Delegate 
is allowed, as in Pennsylvania, Central Pennsylvania, and 
Maryland, it is “expressly provided that the deputation 
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from each Church shall be entitled to one vote and no 
more,” and thereby recognizing and preserving equality be- 
tween the two Orders. 


Again, to give validity to any measure of the Council, 
the Constitution requires the concurrence of both Orders. 
Where is the advantage, then, in increasing the number of 
Lay Deputies, when the other Order has a veto power? 


Your Committee recommend the adoption of the Canon 
found on page 52, Journal of 1880, headed Title D, Canon 
IV. “In all matters pertaining to the Ritual of the Church, 
or to the ornaments, arrangements, and appointments 
of the Church, or the Holy Table, where there is no spe- 
cific Rule or Canon, General or Diocesan, the direction of 
the Bishop, given in writing, to the Clergy and Vestries, 
shall be held to be law.” 


Your Committee do zof recommend the amendment to 
Section 2, Canon IX., Title A, found on page 55, Journal 
of 1880. “That after the word shall, in the first line of said 
Section, be\inserted “the consent of the Rector and 
Vestry of the original Parish having been previously 
obtained.” 


The Canon, as it now stands, is reasonable and just to 
all. To require the consent of the Rectorand Vestry of the 
original Parish, would open the way for difficulty and 
str.fe, and might be fatal to the growth of the Church. 
For instance of this, we refer to the long and protracted 
struggle of St. John’s, Portsmouth, with the Rector and 
Vestry of Trinity Church, Portsmouth. The Canon adopted 
by us is the same as exists in Virginia, which was framed 
in consequence of the controversy referred to. 


Your Committee recommend the adoption of the Resolu- 
tion found on page 53, Journal of 1880, that wherever the 
word “ Register” occurs as the title of an officer of the 
Vestry, it be changed to “ Registrar.” 


Your Committee do zot recommend the adoption of the 
amendment to Canon IX., Title D, found on page 53, 
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Journal of 1880, proposing seven instead of five members to 
constitute the Committee on Constitution and Canons. 


Your Committee do zo¢ recommend the adoption of the 
Canon found on page 73, Journal of 1879, entitled ‘‘Con- 
tributions of Vacant Parishes. Whenever notice shall be 
given to the Bishop of the resignation by a Clergyman of his 
Parish, Congregation, or Missionary Station, thereupon the 
Bishop, being ex officio in charge of such Parish, Congrega- 
tion, or Mission Station, shall provide for stated services in 
such place, until permanently provided with a Clergyman. 
And to secure this, a sum of money equal to 75 per cent. 
of the salary paid the Clergyman, who has been in charge, 
shall be paid to the Bishop by the Vestry, to be applied by 
him in maintaining such services.” 


The matter of providing stated services by Parishes, 
Congregations, or Mission Stations, had better be left to 
' the people interested—with the advice and cooperation of 
the Bishop. Contributions for such purposes are volun- 
tary, and it is our conviction that legislation by the Council 
for this purpose would prove inoperative in practice.

The Committee on New Parishes, to whom was referred 
the Petition from the members of the Church of St. Luke’s 
Mission, in the city of Wheeling, West Virginia, praying to 
be “separated from St. Matthew’s Parish, in said city,” and 
to be created a separate Parish “by the name of St. Luke’s 
Parish, of the city of Wheeling,” respectfully report that 
they have carefully considered the same, and find it in all 
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respects conformable to all the Canonical requirements, and 
that all the essential conditions of Parochial organization 
have been abundantly fulfilled. Your Committee, therefore, 
unanimously recommend that the Prayer of the Petitioners 
be granted, and that the Parish thus created be received 
into full connection with the Council of the Diocese.

Resolved, r. That this Council hereby expresses its sense of the solemn 
responsibility on the part of Parishes involved inthe choice of said officers. 


Resolved, 2. That notwithstanding the practical difficulties surrounding 
this subject in some cases, this Council would emphasize the desirability of 
selecting Vestrymen, as a rule, from such persons as come to the Holy 
Communion. 


The Bishop then appointed as the Committee on Un- 
finished Business, 


Rev. G. W. Dame, and Dr. Logie. 


The Council then adjourned until to-morrow morning

The Committee to whom was referred the “ Report of the Committee on 


increasing the Fund for Disabled Clergy and their families,” respectfully 
present the following resolutions for adoption by the Council: 


Resolved, That this Council commends this Report of the Committee of 
the General Convention to the careful attention of the Church in this 
Diocese, 

Resolved, That it is recommended to each Rector to carry out the request 
made in the third resolution of said report, by appropriating to this purpose, 
at his discretion, a certain portion of the alms at each celebration of the Holy 
Communion. 


Which resolutions were adopted. 


The resolution of the General Convention reads as 
follows: . 
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Resolved, That every Minister in charge of a Congregation be requested 
to reserve, from this time forth, out of “the alms and other devotions ”’ of the 
people, collected upon each and every occasion of the administration of the 
Lord’s Supper, a percentage of the whole amount, not less than one nor more 
than ten per cent., at the discretion of the Minister, the same to be forwarded 
and paid over to the Trustees of the Fund for the Relief of the Widows and 
Orphans of Deceased Clergymen, and of Aged, Infirm, and Disabled Clergy- 


men, 


The Report of the Committee on the Episcopal and Per- 
manent Funds was then presented by Rev. A. Buchanan, 
and, at his request, read by Mr. W. H. Hogeman. 


The Committee on the Episcopal and Permanent Funds 
have examined the Report of the Treasurer respecting the 
Permanent Fund, covering the period from June 1, 1880, 
to June 1, 1881, and find the same correct. By this report 
it appears that there was in the hands of the Treasurer, to 
the credit of this Fund,on June 1, 1881, $1,315.85, and 
that there was then invested for the benefit of this Fund, 
$6,213.45--making the total Permanent Fund on June 1, 


1881, $7,529.30. 


The Committee call attention to Canon VI., section 3, of 
this Diocese, whereby it is made the duty of each Rector 
or Minister to cause an annual offering or contribution to 
be made to this Fund. In case there is no Rector, this 
duty devolves on the Wardens and Vestry of the Parish. 
It is found that this duty has heretofore been neglected in 
nearly every Parish in the Diocese: only four complied 
with the Canon during the past year. 


The importance ofadding to this Fund must be so apparent 
to every one, that your Committee deem this reference to 
the Canon on the subject, and to the fact that the duty 
therein imposed has been so generally disregarded, all that 
is necessary to secure its more regular enforcement hereafter. 


The Committee is unable, owing to the unavoidable 
absence of the Trustee of the Episcopal Fund, to report in 
detail on the condition of that Fund. It is regretted, how- 
ever, that the information in possession of the Committee 
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shows many Congregations are far behind in fulfilling their 
obligations in respect to that Fund. This was the case at 
the last Annual Council, and although the matter was then 
brought to the attention of the Diocese, through a detailed 
Report of the Trustee, there has been no improvement in 
this matter since; on the contrary, the deficiencies of some 
Parishes, and in the aggregate. are larger than they were at 
that time. 


As is well known, this Fund is derived in two ways. 


ist. By pledges of definite annual sums made by Parishes, 
Congregations, of individuals; and 


2d. Where no subscription or pledge exists, by an as- 
sessment of $1 annually on each Communicant. 


Whether the Fund is derived by pledge or assessment, 
it is payable, quarterly, to the Trustee of the Fund, througn 
the Treasurer of the Parish. The obligation to contribute 
to this Fund, however that obligation is represented, is 
binding on each Subscriber and Communicant, and we feel 
confident that we need only say that the Diocese is, at 
present, altogether dependent on this Fund to meet its ob- 
ligations to the Bishop, for his salary and support, in order 
to convince all of the urgent importance of fulfilling their 
obligations to it promptly and regularly. 


The Bishop has not been behind in fulfilling any of his 
obligations to the Diocese; on the contrary, his labors have 
largely exceeded what any expected. Let us not remain 
behind in our obligations to him, certainly not in a matter 
so needful to his comfort and support, as the prompt and 
regular payment of the salary which we owe, and agreed to 
pay him. 


The Committee recommend the adoption of the following: 


Resolved, That to correct the constantly increasing deficiency in the - 
Fund on which the payment of the salary of the Bishop depends, the Min- 
ister of every Congregation is requested, on some Sunday as soon after the 
adjournment of this Council as practicable, to publicly express the sense of 
this Council, that it is absolutely necessary that the contributions to this Fund 
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be made more promptly and regularly than heretofore, and that it is the 
special duty of all Subscribers and Communicants, who have not yet com- 
plied in full with their obligations to this Fund, to do so without further 
delay. 


Resolved further, That the Trustee of the Episcopal Fund send a copy 
of this resolution to the Treasurer of every Parish or Congregation, with a 
statement of the amount which his Parish or Congregation owes to this Fund, 
having regard to the pledges and number of Communicants in each Parish, 
and with a request that the amount due be promptly collected and remitted.

In consideration of the deficiency in the Contingent 
Fund, your Committee recommend the continuance of the 
collection of twenty-five cents on each Communicant, and 
that the same be paid to the Treasurer as early as conve- 
nient. 


In looking over the Treasurer’s Report, your Committee 
notice that no payment has been made to the Bishop of the 
Diocese for his expenses to the General Convention. We 
therefore recommend an allowance of $50 for that purpose, 
and $100 for postage, &c., during the current year; which 
amount the Treasurer be directed to pay. 


Your Committee think it inexpedient to increase the 
assessment on the Diocese. Partial provision was made 
last year for the expenses of our Clerical Delegates to the 
General Convention, and we think it best to leave this 
matter to our own Diocese. We regard it as inexpedient 
in the General Convention to undertake the payment of the 
expenses of the Delegates from our Diocese, but let it be 
left to the Dioceses respectively. 


Your Committee also recommend that all Parishes and 
Congregations which have not made promises and pledges to 
the salary of the Bishop, should proceed to contribute to 
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that object on the basis of at least one dollar per Commu- 
nicant, and pay the same to the Trustee of the Episcopal 
Fund. 


Your Committee would also recommend the same appro- 
priations for the current year as were paid in the past year, 
which would, of course, include the cost of printing the 
Journal, the expenses of the Secretary of the Council, and 
exclude those of the Delegates to the General Convention.

Rev. R. A. Gibson, one of the Diocesan Commissioners 
of the Church-Building Society, then made a brief address, 
enforcing the claims of said Society, and at its close, offered 
the accompanying resolutions; which were unanimously 
adopted. 

Resolved, rst, That the Clergy be requested to bring before their Congre- 


gations, as soon as practicable, the claims of the American Church-Building 
Fund, with a view to secure contributions to that Fund from individuals, 
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Resolved, 2a. That this Council recommend that one collection each year 
for the next three years, be taken in each Parish and Mission Station in the 
Diocese, for this purpose. 


On motion, the Council then adjourned until Saturday at 
9 o'clock A. M. 


Saturday, 9 A. M. 


The Council met pursuant to adjournment, and was called 
to order by the Bishop. 


After prayer by Rev. R. H. Mason, the Minutes of yester- 
day were read, and with a slight alteration approved. 


The Rev. W. H. Meade, D. D., from the Committee to 
whom the Report of the Brotherhood had been referred, re- 
ported as follows: 


The Committee to whom was referred the Report of the Board of Trustees 
of the Brothérhood of the Protestant Episcopal Church, in the Diocese of West 
Virginia, have given the said report and the subject of the Brotherhood in 
general careful consideration, and, as the result of their deliberations, they 
are unable at this time to do more than to recommend to the Board of Trus- 
tees the following changes in the present management: 


Besides the initiation fee now provided for in the existing Constitution, 
each member shall, on the first day of January in each year, pay to the Paro- 
chial Agent, to be forwarded to the Treasurer of the Brothe. hood, an annual 
due of ten cents, to constitute a part of the fund required for the purpose of 
meeting the current expenses of the Association. 


Besides these sums, each member shall, under the circumstances set forth 
in Article IV., of the existing Constitution, be required to pay the sum of $1.00 
instead of $1.10, as now provided. Besides these sums, no other payment 
should be required of any member. 


The Committee are of opinion that the exact relation of the Brotherhood 
to the Diocese and to the Council should be more carefully considered, and 
more definitely ascertained, than can be done during the present session of the 
Council. 

To carry out this recommendation, the Committee submit the following 
resolutions : 


Resolved, rst. That a committee of three Laymen be appointed by the 
Bishop, who shall examine into the present organization of the Brotherhood 
and its relation to the Council of this Diocese, and report whether any, and, 
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if any, what, changes are necessary in the organization of the Brotherhood to 
enable it to carry out most certainly and successfully the very laudable objects 
and purposes which it was designed to accomplish. 


Resolved, 2d. That the Council approves the recommendations of the Com- 
mittee to the Board of Trustees hereinbefore set forth.

On motion, the resolutions appended to the report were 
adopted, and Messrs. Hogeman, Rogers, and White were 
appointed the committee called for by the first resolution. 


The Report of the Diocesan Missionary Committee was 
then read by the Secretary, Rev. R. A. Gibson, as fol- 
lows : 


The Diocesan Missionary Committee is glad to report continued activity 
in the field of which they have the oversight, and the more so as they realize 
the gravity of their charge. The field is great, whether it be measured by 
area or by opportunities, and its needs are pressing. So large a part of our 
territory is still unoccupied that its Missionary work must, we think, continue 
for some time to be, as it undoubtedly now is, the chief feature of our life as a 
Diocese. 

It is, then, with special pleasure that we speak of new fields into which 
our Missionaries have entered. Not coun'ing any places which have been 
visited only once, we add this year to our list of Missionary appointments, 
mine towns and villages, in one of which, at least, Confirmation has been 
administered to several persons. These additions gnable us to report thirty- 
three places, including fifteen organized Parishes, where regular services are 
held, and twelve to which services are given occasionally--to perform which 
services, eleven of the twenty-one Clergy of the Diocese have been helped 
from our funds, 

The number of Confirmations in the Mission field is not as great as last 
year, but reaches seventy-nine. Five Churches have been finished so far that 
we are secure of occupying them during the coming year, and seven others 
are in more or less advanced stages of construction. Of Parsonages, those 
bulwarks of a Parish, two have been finished, one nearly completed, one 
commenced, and lots for three others acquired. 

The Treasurer reports receipts during the year, $1,196.73; add to this 
$480.30, the amount on hand June Ist, 1880, and the fund from which we 
have had to draw will be seen to be $1,677.03. Of this, owing to vacancies 
in Parishes which look to us for help, we have disbursed only $1,120.043 
leaving a balance in hand the largest we have yet had—viz., $536.99; most of 
which, however, came in answer to the Bishop’s appeal to the Diocese in 


January. 
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For this balance, therefore, we are very sure, with God’s continued 
blessing on us to have ample need this year; and would urge the Parishes 
to be as prompt in their offerings, the Sunday-Schools to be as careful about 
their mite-chest collections, and the liberal-hearted givers, who responded to the 
Bishop’s appeal, to be as ready with their special contributions as each of these 
classes has been in the past. The work grows upon us, May our zeal, our 
energy, and our devotion, keep pace with it! And to God, who alone gives 
the increase, be thanks and praise from us—be honor and glory from all 
men.

The Committee to whom was referred that portion of the Bishop’s Address 
relating to the Church Temperance Society, respectfully report that they com- 
mend the principles of this Society as being the most effective yet suggested 
to them for grappling with the evil to be dealt with, They would recommend 
the formation of Parochial Societies where it is practicable, these Societies to 
be made, as far as possible, conformable to the plan suggested in the Manual 
of the Church Temperance Society,

A motion having been made to adopt the recommenda- 
tions of the Committee, the following substitute therefor 
was offered by Mr. W. H. Hogeman: 


Resolved, That this Council heartily approves and endorses the remarks 
upon the subject of Temperance contained in the Bishop’s Address, 


Pending the discussion of this subject, the hour for recess 
arrived, when the Council, on motion, decided to dispense 
with the recess, and to continue in session. 


After some further discussion, Mr. Hogeman’s resolution 
was negatived, and the recommendation of the Committee 
were adopted. 


Rev. R. R. Swope, from the Committee on the State of 
the Church, reported as follows: 


The Committee on the State of the Church beg leave to report that, from 
a careful examination of the Parochial Reports and the Episcopal Address, 
they are well satisfied that God has blessed the Diocese, in the year past 
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with increase in all its fields of work. Your Committee would have desired 
on this point to present a brief summary of the statistics upon which this 
opinion is based, but the Parochial Reports are so defective that any figures 
presented would be but approximately correct—a fact it will be well for the 
members of our Church to bear in mind when the Journal is placed in their 
hands, as it is likely the figures reported may indicate considerable falling off 
in many departments of Church work. 


We are glad to know this is not the case with the contributions, the 
grand total of which is over six thousand dollars in excess of last year. The 
number of Communicants reported falls short of the total given in the Journal 
of 1880; but this, we believe, is due to imperfections in the reports, to which 
we have called attention above, inasmuch as there is a large increase in the 
number of families reported. The number of Confirmations is also much 
below former ycars. This, however, is to be accounted for by changes and sick- 
ness in the Clerical force, by reason of which several of the Parishes were 
left for a time without regular ministrations—a state of things which, even in 
the best organized Parishes, is followed by defects more or less serious. More, 
over, the severity of the past winter has prevented some of the Clergy visit- 
ing points in their charges remote from the railways, and at which rich 
harvests of souls might be expected to reward their self-denying labors. 


Moreover, that we should have to report a falling-off in some of the 
departments of Church work, so for from being a matter of discouragement 
is really what we should have anticipated in the natural order of things. 
It must be remembered that we have just completed the third year of ovr in- 
dependent existence; that previous to the division of the Diocese of Virginia, 
the few Clergymen in West Virginia were widely scattered—the mountains 
forming a natural barrier between them and their Brethren in Eastern Vir- 
ginia; that the visits of the Bishops were necessarily brief, and at long in- 
tervals; and that in times of doubt and discouragement they had no brother 
close at hand with whom they could advise—their isolation too, often produc- 
ing stagnation; but when the new Diocese was formed, there was a glow of 
enthusiasm and an activity among all the members of the Church that had 
been unknown before. Clerical and Lay put their shoulders to the wheel; 
the avails of past years of labor, which had been suffered to lie uncared 
for, were gathered in, and this life and energy exhibts itself in the statistics of 
the two former years; but now we are settling down to routine work, so to 
speak. We have learned the extent and value of our resources viewed in 
this light; the state of the Church in this Diocese is vastly encouraging, as 
more evidently appears when we contrast its present condition with the sta- 
tisticts of older and more populous Dioceses, 

Your Committee regard the prevalence of the Missionary spirit through- 
out the Diocese as a matter for congratulation. Without this spirit we could 
not carry on our work, With it, every Minister becomes a Missionary, who, 
in his efforts to carry out the precept of the Bishop, ‘‘and touch elbows with 
his nearest neighbor,” must reckon within his cure many points which would 
otherwise be left without the presentation of the Truth as this Church hath 
received it. 

In extending the work outside of the regularly organized Parishes and 
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Congregations, the Convocational system has been found of great value. In 
the Report of this Committee for 1879, the plan of an ‘ Associate Mission,” 
residing at some central point, and codverating in ministerial work at nume- 
rous points around, was suggested; but hitherto the Missionary Board 
do not seem to have found this scheme practicable. Failing this, the Convoca- 
tions have done what they could to the same end, and have secured occasional] 
services, at least, at every point where any members of our Church are known 
to reside. And these visitations, though often accomplished with great labor 
and fatigue, have proved full of encouragement. They have served to reat- 
tach the Church many whose love has grown cold through isolation from her 
services, as well as incited them to renewed activity, energy, and zeal. 


The Stated Meetings of Convecation are not what some of us have been 
accustomed to in other fields of work; for with our few Clergy, all actively 
engaged in Parochial or Missionary labors, we cannot expect large gatherings, 
but the influence exerted by even two or three of the Brethren coming together 
for the sole purpose of furthering the spiritual interests at any particular point, 
cannot be estimated in words. Wherever the Convocations have met, or 
wherever Associations have been held, they have been followed by visible 
results and cheering tokens of true spiritual prosperity. We would, therefore, 
urge the necessity of keeping up these methods of Diocesan work, and im- 
press upon the Clergy the desirability of their presence at the meetings of the 
same, even at some personal in convenience and sacrifice; and we would 
further offer it as a suggestion for the Council to consider whether it would 
not be productive of good to have Annual Reports presented from the 
different Convocations, giving some account of their work, which shall be 
printed as an appendix to the Journal. 


Your Committee regard with favor the proposal of the Board of Trustees 
of the Church Institutions at Gambier, Ohio, that this Diocese should elect 
one Clerical and one Lay Delegate as members of said Board. ‘The acces- 
sible position of the Institutions at Gambier, their endowments and capa- 
bilities, their inexpensive terms, and the refining and elevating influence with 
wnich they surround the student, seem to mark them as worthy of more 
consideration than that accorded a mere local Institution. In the language 
of the visiting Bishops in 1880, ‘‘ we should be bound to recognize the Semi- 
nary at Gambier as a most precious inheritance and possession of the whole 
Church, and one worthy of being further developed and turned to account.” 
We therefore report the following resolutions for adoption by the Council: 


Resolved, Vhat the Diocese of West Virginia consents to unite as a 
party in and to the Constitution of the Church Institutions at Gambier, in the 
Diocese of Ohio. 


Resolved, That in conformity with the terms of said Constitution, one 
Clerical and one Lay Delegate be elected as members of the Board of 
Trustees, to hold office for the period of three years, 


By this recommendation the Committee do not desire in any way to be 
understood as indicating any want of sympathy with, or interest in, the Insti- 
tutions at Alexandria. 
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As relates to the resolution of the Rev. Dr. Meade, “concerning the 
desirability of selecting Vestrymen, as a raze, {rom such persons as come to 
the Holy communion,”’ your Committee regard any action thereupon by the 
Council as unwise and inexpedient, and they recommend that the resolution 
be not adopted. 


In conclusion, we affirm our opinion that, on the whole, we have much 
cause for encouragement in the general condition of the Diocese, It is evi- 
dent that on every hand new fields of usefulness are opening up before the 
Church which she is becoming more and more able to enter upon and possess, 
prejudices are disappearing, and all that is needed is zealous and faithful 
labor on the part of both Clergy and Laity to secure large accessions to our 
Communion from all classes of society. Let us all seek to rekindle our devo- 
tion, to seek first the Kingdom of God, and it shall be ours, not only to see 
on every hand the blessed fruits of our labors, but to hear in the end the 
joyful plaudit, “ Well done good and faithful servant, enter thou into the joy 


of thy Lord.”

Resolved, ‘That the thanks of this Council are hereby given to the Rector 
and Vestry of this Church, to the Committee of Arrangements, and to the 
good people of Shepherdstown, for the kind hospitality and acts of courtesy 
extended to the members of this Council, also to the Railroads for facilities 
granted. ; 


Resolved, That the Treasurer of this Council be instructed to pay the 
Sexton of this Church ten dollars for services rendered. 


On motion, the Council then adjourned until 3.30 P. M.

REPORT OF REV. S. D. TOMPKINS, 


St. Fohn’s Church, Pleasants County.—Since the last Council, I held ser- 
vice in this church until the 1st of October, when I resigned my charge of the 
Parish. I labored in the Parish nine years, and found them, during the whole 
of that time, to be good, kind, and devoted to the cause of Religion and the 
prosperity of the Church. 


Ravenswood, Fackson County.—I1 preached in this Parish three times in 
the month of October for the Rev, Mr, Woods, who now has charge of it. I 
lived and ministered here twenty years ago, and spent the time pleasantly, 
and, I hope, profitably, Since then many of the principal supporters of the 
Church have gone to their long home-—to the Church in Heaven. 


Emmanuel Church, Volcano, Wood County.—My first visit to this place 
was in November, 1869, when I was performing missionary duty in West 
Virginia. . I preached then in an old building in the lower part of the town, 
and continued to hold service for nearly a year, when arrangements for the 
present Church-building were made, At first, there were only four communi- 
cants in the place, but after the church was completed and consecrated the 
number was greatly increased, The pecuniary condition of the people here 
was much better than it is now, owing to the price of oil. Then oil was high 
in price, now it islow. This is one reason why the prosperity here is not so 
great as it formerly was, Some have moved away, and some have gone to 
their home in Heaven, But the communicants here now are true to duty, to 
the Church, and to the cause of God, 


Weston, Lewis County.—Thirty-three years ago I came from Old Virginia 
to this place. It was then missionary ground and I was acting as Missionary. 
I held service sometimes in private houses, sometimes in the Court-house, and 
sometimes the M. E, Church-building was kindly offered me, There were 
then but two communicants in the place. Besides Weston, J preached in 
Buckhannon, Upshur county; Fairmont, Marion; Clarksburg, Harrison 
county; Morgantown, and many other places. Within two years after I went 
to this place the Church was built, It was consecrated by Bishop Meade. 
The Rev. Mr, Powers has charge of this Church and Parish, Being invited 
by him, I visited Weston the second Sunday in January last and preached 
twice, morning and night, in the Church, and in the afternoon to the inmates 
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of the Asylum, It did me good to see the change, and I felt thankful to the 
Great Head of the Church: for the wonderful and glorious revolution which 
has been brought about in the last thirty-three years, 


Grafton, Taylor County.—I preached here for the first time about two 
years ago. I was kindly invited to occupy the Lutheran Church. There 
was then a very small number of members. The Rev. Mr. Powers now has 
the charge of this place, and performs Ministerial services with usefulness, 
He invited me to hold services on Easter-Sunday, as he was obliged to be 
elsewhere at that time. I accepted the invitation, and preached, and admin- 
istered the Hély Communion in the morning, and preached again in the 
afternoon. The Congregations were large and attentive. The services were 
interesting—I hope, beneficial, The number of Communicants has increased. 
They have an upper room under their own control, where they worship with 
comfort and joy, as did the Apostles, in old time, in the upper room in which 
they assembled.

ORDER OF DEBATE: 


Ist. When a motion is made and seconded, it shall be 
stated by the President, and if in writing, be read by the 
Secretary, before debated. 

2d. After a motion is stated by the President, or read by 
the Secretary, it shall be deemed in possession of the Coun- 
cil, but may be withdrawn by the mover at any time before 
amendment or decision, with the consent of his second. 


3d. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the Presi- 
dent or any member require it. 

4th. No new motion or proposition shall be admitted 
under color of anendment as a substitute for the motion or 
proposition under debate. : 

5th. When a question is under debate, no motion shall 
be received but to adjourn, to lay on the table, for the pre- 
vious question, to postpone indefinitely, to postpone to a 
certain day, to commit, or to amend, which several motions 
shall have precedence in the order enumerated; and the 
first three shall be decided without debate. 


6th. The previous question shall be admitted only when 
demanded by a majority of. the members present. It shall 
be in this form: “Shall the main question.be now put?” 
and until decided, all debate and amendment are pre- 
cluded. 
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7th. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, and 
shall be decided without debate. 


8th. When a member desires to speak in debate, or pre- 
sent any matter to the Council, he shall rise from his seat, 
and respectfully address -himself to the President, and 
shall confine himself to the question under debate, avoid- 
ing all personality. 

oth. If any member transgress the rules of the Council, 
the President shall, or any member may, call him to order ;

15th. No member shall vote upon a question in the de- 
cision of which he is immediately and personally interested. 


19th. Upon a division and count of the Council on any 
question, no member shall be counted who is not within 
the limits assigned as seats to the members. 


17th. When a question has been decided by the Council, 
or postponed indefinitely, it may be reconsidered upon 
motion made by a member voting in the majority: provided, 
such motion be made on the same or next succeeding day 
of the session. 
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GENERAL REGULATIONS. 


1st. No member shall absent himself from the meetings 
of the Council without leave, unless he be sick, or unable 
to attend.

The Fifth Annual Council of the Protestant Episcopal - 
Church, in the Diocese of West Virginia, met this day in 
Christ Church, Point Pleasant, at 10 A. M. 


Previous to the commencement of the regular order of 
proceedings, Christ Church, the place of meeting, was duly 


consecrated to the worship of Almighty God; the request 
to consecrate being read by the Senior Warden, Edmund 
Sehon, Esq. and the Sentence of Consecration by the Rec- 
tor, Rev. J. Cowpland.

The Bishop then read his Annual Address, as follows: 
BISHOPS ADORED Ss. 


Just one year ago our Council met on the banks of the 
Potomac ; to day finds us assembled on the banks of the 
Ohio, our present place of meeting, distant from the former 
at least two hundred and fifty miles as the bird flies, and 
nearly four hundred miles by the ordinary routes of travel. 
So great is the field which we are called upon io cultivate, 
As I begin to record my work for another year, in this 
widely extended territory, I desire to express my gratitude 
to God, for that never failing providence which “in journey- 
ings often” has still brought me in safety to ‘‘the haven 
where I would be.” 

The first days of June 1881 were occupied in attendance 
on the Fourth Annual Council,in Shepherdstown. Beside 
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the record that appears in the Journal, we may well remem- 
ber the spirited meeting of Thursday night in the interest - 
of Diocesan Missions ; the meeting of Friday night in be- 
half of general Missions, when the venerable Dr. Robert 
Nelson who for more than twenty years had labored faith- 
fully in China, spoke to us about the Church's work in 
that heathen land; and the meeting for the children on 
Sunday afternoon, when we were reminded of the wonder- 
ful power of God’s word for the salvation of men, and told 
how the Sunday School children in the Irish Church are 
accustomed to commit to memory selected texts, that they 
may be able to give to those that ask areason for the hope 
that isin them; and also the organization of a Church Tem- 
perance Society for the Diocese, after the model of those 
now working so successfully in the Mother Church of Eng- 
land. 


Sunday, Fune 12th—Preached in Trinity Church, Park- 
ersburg, | 

Monday, Fune 13th—Met the Diocesan Mission Com- 
mittee, andas far as we could, marked out our work for 
another year, I fear that the Parishes and Stations that re- 
ceive aid from our Missionary Funds are not as aétive as 
they might be in developing their own resources—at the end 
of two, three, or even five years,many of them want just the 
same aid they received in the beginning, This ought not 
so to be. They ought to be learning all the time how to 
take care of themselves, and relieving the Missionary Fund, 
year by year, that we enter upon new fields of labor—aid 
from the Missionary Fund ought to be temporary, in fact, 
as in theory. As itis, ifthe whole truth were known, 
almost every Missionary Committee in the land fears, when 
it puts the name of a parish or station on its list, that it has 
acquired a permanent dependant. I commend this subject, 
as it bears upon the extension of our Church, to the parishes 
and stations whom it concerns. 


Tuesday, June rg4th—With the Rev. Dr. Meade, as a 
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companion I started on a tour to visit Romney and Moore- 


field. 


Thursday, June r6th.—Preached for St. Stephen’s Mission, 
Romney, in the Methodist Church. 


Sunday, June roth—Consecrated Emmanuel Church, 
Moorefield ; preached, and administered the Communion. 
In the afternoon baptized an infant, and at night, after ser- 
mon by Dr, Meade, I made a short address, and confirmed 
two persons. 


Tuesday, Fune 2rst-—Attended a meeting of the Trustees, 
at the Theological Seminary of Virginia. On the same day 
attended, also, a meeting of the Education Society of Vir- 
ginia, Assisted,also,on this and the following day, in the 
closing exercises of the High School and Seminary, 


Thursday, June 23d.—Assisted in the consecration of the 
new Chapel at the Seminary. 


friday, June 24th——Iin the Chapel of the Seminary I or- 
dained to the Diaconate, Mr. Jacob Brittingham ; Dr. Meade+ 
presenting the Candidate. Mr. Brittingham was the first 
to apply to be admitted as a Candidate for Holy Orders, in 
the new Diocese of West Virginia,and in him we have the 
first, of what, I trust, will prove to be a long line raised up 
from among our own people to serve God in the Gospel of 
His Son. While we pray for more laborers, let us not neg- 
lect to bring home to our own people their duty, and see if 
there be not many among our young men whom God is 
calling to this work. 


Sunday, Fune 26th.—Preached morning and afternoon 
in Howard County, Maryland. 


Sunday, July 3d—Preached in Trinity Church, Parkers- 
burg,and also, on Sunday, July roth. 


Monday, July 1rth—Preached in the Free Church, New- 
ark, Wirt County, and confirmed two persons, presented by 
the Rev. Mr. Gibson. 
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Tuesday, July 12th —Preached in the Methodist Church, 
Elizabeth. Mr. Gibson has been visiting Wirt Co., as he 
had opportunity,and thus been instrumental in identifying 
again with our Church some who belonged to us both by 
birth and choice, but who, in their isolation, had been prac- 
tically lost to our communion, for thirty years. I believe 
that there are many others scattered about throughout the 
State, waiting to have their allegiance claimed, their sym- 
pathies reenlisted, and their energies direéted into some 
work for the Church, which they still love. Amid their 
already abundant labors, [ trust that our faithful clergy will 
seek to find out all such who may be within the possible 
limit of their ministrations. 

In addition to that more regular work which we have to 
do,let us all seek to be evangelists in the country and 
counties around us.

Monday, July 25th.—Preached in the Methodist Church 
at Jacksonville. 


Tuesday, Fuly 26th.—Preached in the Baptist Church, 
Sutton ; also, on Wednesday and Thursday in the same 
place. On Thursday I confirmed two persons presented 
by the Rev. Mr, Powers, 


Sunday, July 37st—Preached, morning and night, in St. 
Paul’s Church, Weston, and in the morning confirmed two, 
In the afternoon addressed the Sunday school, and, also, 
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preached at the Asylum. 


Sunday, August 7th—Preached, morning and night, in 
the Presbyterian Church, at Berkeley Springs. 


Sunday, August r4th—In the morning preached in Christ. 
Church, Bunker Hill, in the afternoon in St. Bartholomew’s, 
Leetown, and confirmed one, and at night in Grace Church, 
Middleway.

Isaac Newton Dexter, Deacon, for causes not affecting his 
moral character; by the Bishop of North Carolina, of the 
Rev. Edward Gilliam; by the Bishop of Texas, of the Rev. 
Stephen G. Burton, Deacon; by the Bishop of Illinois, of 
the Rev. William A. Hopkins; by the Bishop of Northern 
New Jersey, of the Rev.’ George L. Brooks, M. D.; by the 
Bishop of Western Michigan, of the Rev. William W. Fel- 
lows; by the Bishop of Virginia, of the Rev. T. Jervis Ed- 
wards ; by the Bishop of Iowa, of the Rev. William N. Col- 
egrove, Deacon; by the Missionary Bishop of Yedo, of the 
Rev. Isaac K. Yokoyama, Deacon; and also, notice of the 
suspension from the Ministry, of the Rev. Roland Brent, 
Deacon, by the Assistant Bishop of Kentucky. 


By the will of the late Mr. George Moore of Mason Co. 
the sum of $1,000 was left to me and my successors in office, 
to be held in trust for the benefit of Bruce Chapel, in Point 
Pleasant Parish. According to the directions of the will, 
and acting under competent advice, this sum has been in-- 
vested in real estate in Mason County, and properly secured 
by deed of trust. 

It is to be hoped that others of our Church people will, 
when they come to make the last disposition of their pro- 
perty, remember the Church of Christ in this world, and 
that the Clergy will not forget that it is their duty by sea- 
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sonable and judicious words, to keep this duty before them. 


The Council will be gratified when it learns from the 
Treasurer’s Report that the Permanent Fund has grown to 
upwards of eight thousand dollars. I think it proper how- 
ever, for me to ask them to consider whether the time has 
not come when they should seek to increase their endow- 
ment by the addition of a house, as a permanent residence 
for the Bishop. 

I feel at liberty to speak freely on the subjeét, as I am 
still enjoying the generous hospitality of the congregation 
of Trinity Church, Parkersburg, and can myself have no de- 
sire for any provision beyond that which they so kindly 
and liberally make. It becomes the Diocese at large, how- 
ever, to consider whether they will not now undertake to do 
for themselves what this congregation has heretofore been 
doing. The same principle which makes it expedient 
and even necessary for a Parish to have a Reétory, would 
seem to require that the Diocese should have a home for 
its chief Pastor, nor should they exp2ét a Church which 
contributes, yearly, the large sum of $500 to the general 
expenses, to providesuch a home in addition. 


In thus closing the record of the work of another year, I 
feel that we have great cause for thankfulness. The Dio- 
cese has never shown more unmistakable signs of vigorous 
life than during the past year. While the number of per- 
sons confirmed, barely exceeds that of last year, the number 
of confirmation services has been as thirty-seven to twenty- 
nine, and I have reason to believe, that in seven places, it 
was the first service of the kind ever held. The proportion 
of men confirmed has been, also, I believe, greater than ever 
before. 


In no year has the Diocese made so prompt and liberal 
contributions to our Diocesan Missions, and this, not only 
in response to the appeal which I put forth in the spring, but 
through the regular offerings in the Churches and Missions, 

The various congregations have, also, met their pecuniary 
obligations with commendable promptness and fidelity. 
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The work of building both Clturches and Parsonages 


goes steadily forward, I have laid the Corner-Stones of two 
Churches, and consecrated three others, during the year, and 
four other Churches will be ready for consecration in the 
next two or three months. One Parsonage has been fin- 
ished, and two fairly begun. 


The Clergy, also, more than ever, are trying to occu- 
py our whole territory, and to make the smallest flocks, in 
the most distant parts of the Diocese, realize that they are 
not forgotten, In this connection, I would call attention to 
one difficulty connected with our peculiar and enforced 
methods of work, which we must try, as far as we can,to 
remedy. When Service is held in a Church, or at a Station. 
regularly, Sunday after Sunday, it is a comparatively easy 
thing to keep up a Sunday School; but when there is no 
such regular Service, but only one less frequent, it may be 
twice a month, or even only once; then the Sunday School 
is apt to suffer, or be abandoned altogether, and there isa 
consequent loss to the Church. As far as our own children 
are concerned, they can be taught, and ought to be taught, 
at home. though Iam afraid it is not, always so; but we 
suffer positive loss in our failure to reach and impress those 
other children, who are attra¢éted to our Church, and those 
who find no Christian teaching or example in their own 
homes. We see that every now and then some earnest 
Christian woman solves this problem, as it presents itself to 
her. When she cannot have a school, she hasa class. She 
gathers all who come to her in the quiet of her own room, 
and although they may miss the accessories of a more pub- 
lic worship, yet the children are really taught, and often bet- 
ter than they would be in many Sunday Schools, the things 
that concern the Kingdom of God and the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Why should not we have these little Bible-classes all over 
the country ? Why should not all the children, however 
scattered they may be, be thus taught, Sunday by Sunday, 
the Catechism which the Church has put forth for their in- 
struction, the Creed,the Lord’s Prayer, and the Ten Com- 
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mandments, and all other things which a Christian ought to 
know and believe to his Soul’s health? And why should 
not every Christian home be a center of influence, anda 
power for good? It cannot be doubted that just so far as 
Christian people fail thus to do this good that it is in the 
power of their hand todo, that they come short of their duty, 
and their privilege. 

The question of Temperance still claims our anxious con- 
sideration. The evils resulting from the drinking usages of 
society are so great and so far reaching in their consequen- 
ces, as to call for the most earnest effort for reform on the 
part of all good citizens and good Christians. 


It is useless to disguise the fact that this question is com- 
passed with very great practical-difficulties. We believe that 
the Church of England has inaugurated a true Temperance 
movement which gives the largest promise of blessing to 
their whole land. It becomes us seriously to consider how 
far we can adopt the plan that works so successfully in 
England, and what modifications of that plan are required 
by our peculiar surroundings and situation in this country. 


The organization effected at the last Council has, I believe, 
not accomplished much save the distribution of a few docu- 
ments. I have requested Mr. Graham, the representative of 
the American Church Temperance Society, to be present 
during our session,and to give us such counsel as may 
make our Organization more efficient. Our territory is so 
extensive, and our Churches and Missions so scattered that 
in this work we shall have to depend upon local societies 
more than upon a General Organization. 


The General Convention has invited all the Churches to 
aid in forming a General Building Fund,and also in making 
some provision for disabled Clergy and for the widows and 
orphans of the deceased Clergymen. These objects are 
commended to your care and liberality. 

We enter most auspiciously upon the work of another 
year; I pray that God may give us all greater zeal in His 
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Service, and a more sincere desire for His glory; that He 
may bless us in the future as in the past, and yet more 
abundantly. Weare, all of us, Clergy and Laity, enlisted 
in a great work, we can ask no greater honor for our- 
selves than that God would in this work make use of us 
for His glory. We cannot do all that we would like to do; 
God give us grace and energy to do all that we can. As 
we lift up our eyes the fields appear ripe for the harvest. 
Truly the harvest is plenteous, and the laborers are few, 
pray ye, Brethren, the Lord of the harvest, that He would 
send forth laborers into His harvest.

The Rev. Mr. Leavell then read a Special Report from 
the Standing Committee of the Diocese upon a matter which 
was referred to them by the last Council, with instructions 
to report to this. 


The Standing Committee, to whom was referred the pro- 
posed Amendment to The Ratification of The Book of 
Common Prayer, providing for shortened services, beg leave 
respectfully to report, that they find themselves unable to 
recommend approval on the part of The Council. Some of 
the considerations which have determined their judgment 
are the following: 


I. The mature judgment of the Church at large seems to 
be increasingly opposed to the idea of mutilating, or in any 
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_ way disturbing, this venerable Historical Relic, provided the 
end (desired by all) can be attained otherwise. 


II, The hitherto conflicting animus of the Two Houses 
of The General Convention, which led to the proposed 
doubtful expedient, is, under the operation of many favor- 
ing influences, steadily tending towards a substantial har- 
mony in the premises. 


III. The proposed Amendment does not by any means 
reach the measure of “improvement in the use of The 
Prayer Book” in Liturgical Provisions demanded by the 
altered conditions of The Church in this age and land, 


IV. The appointment, by the last General Convention, of 
a large, thoroughly qualified, and entirely representative 
Committee—of seven Bishops, seven Presbyters and seven 
Laymen—the Scope of whose inquiries covers af the 
ground just indicated, renders it especially undesirable, that 
any merely tentative alterations should be made at this 
time. 


The Committee therefore recommended the adoption of . 
the following Resolutions: 


Resolved 1. The Council of The Diocese of West Vir- 
ginia respectfully urges that the proposed Amendment be 
not ratified by The General Convention. 


Resolved 2. That the Deputies from this Diocese to the 
next General Convention be instructed to present to that 
body the action ofthis Council.

After due notice, the Standing Committee met, and was 
organized by the re-election of the Rev. Dr. W. H. Meade, 
as President, and Mr. N.S. White, as Secretary—all the 
members present, 

On the 30th. of November, 1881, Testimonials were sign- 
ed in favor of the consecration of the Rev. Cortlandt White- 
head, D. D., as Bishop elect of the Diocese of Pittsburg. 


On the 31st. day of May, 1882, Mr. Francis K. Leavell 
was recommended for the Holy Order of Deacons. 


The communication from the House of Deputies of the 
General Convention, to the Ecclesiastical Authority of the 
Diocese,on the subject ofa proposed amendment of the 
“Ratification of the Book of Common Prayer,’—which was 
referred to the Standing Committee by the last Council, has 
been duly considered, and a Special Report, adverse to such 
amendment, with resolutions accompanying the same, is 
made herewith.

The hour of 11 having arrived, on motion, the Council 
adjourned for the purpose of attending Divine Service. 
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3 O'clock, P. M. 


The Council met pursuant to adjournment, and was called 
to order by the Bishop. 


The Treasurer of the Diocese, Mr. R. J. McCandlish, then 
presented his Annual Reports of the various Funds under his 
charge, which, on motion, were referred to the Committee 
on Finance. 


On motion, it was 


Resolved, That the present Standing Committee on Con- 
stitution and Canons, to wit; Rev. R. R. Swope, Rev. R. D. 
Roller, Judge G. W. Thompson, Mr. N.S. White and Mr. B. 
M. Ambler, be reappointed for the ensuing year. 


It was then resolved to go into the election of the Stand- 
ing Committee of the Diocese. The following Gentlemen 
were then nominated: Rev. W. T. Leavell, Rev. R. A.

On motion of Mr. B. M. Ambler, it was 


Resolved, That a Committee of three, of which Judge J. P. Rogers and 
Mr. Cruger W. Smith shall be members, be appointed to report the matters 
required by the first resolution recommended by the Committee on the Broth- 
erhood, June 4th, 1881. 


Mr. Ambler was then appointed as the third member of 
that Committee. 


The Committee on a permanent Residence for the Bish- 
op then made the following 


REPORT: 


The Committee to whom was referred so much of the Bishop’s Address 
as referred to an Episcopal Residence, beg leave respectfully to report, that 
in their judgment, the time has come when a permanent home for the Bishop 
should be secured ; and that the Diocese should lose no time in establishing a 
Fund for a permanent Episcopal Residence, and soliciting contributions for 
the same; and that by asuming the rent of the present Residence, the interest 
of the Diocese would be promoted. They, therefore, recommend the adop- 
tion of these Resolutions : 


on 


1. That the Council now take steps to secure an Episcopal Residence, at 
Parkersburg; and that, to this end, contributions and pledges be solicited at 
once. 


2. That Messrs Geo. W. Thompson, Jr., J. B. Neal, J. N. Camden, R. J. 
McCandlish, B. M. Ambler, W. N. Chancellor, W. Vrooman, H. H. Moss, 
and Dr. Philip Burwell, be appointed a Committee to receive all money col- 
lected for this object. 


3. That the Council hereby empower the aforesaid Committee, in connec- 
tion with the Bishop, to secure an eligible lot in the City of Parkersburg, and 
pay for the same whenever they have sufficient funds at their command. 
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4. That the Diocese assume the rent of the Bishop’s Residence from the 
beginning of the next quarter; and that said rent be paid from the interest on - 
the Permanent Fund. 


5. That the contributions collected for the Episcopal Residence Fund 
constitute a Fund to be called the “Episcopal Residence Fund”’, of which the 
following Gentlemen shall be Trustees, viz: Messrs G. W. Thompson, Jr., J. 
N. Camden, R. J. McCandlish, B. M. Ambler, W, Vrooman, W. N. Chancel- 
lor, H. H. Moss, J. B. Neal, and Dr. Philip Burwell. 


J. F. Woops, Chairman. 


It was then moved that said report be made the order 
for 10:30 Friday morning. This motion was lost. 


It was next ordered that the Report be considered and 
acted on serzatim. 


After a brief discussion, the Preamble was unanimously 
adopted. 


When the first Resolution came up for consideration, a 
motion was made to amend by striking out the words “at 
Parkersburg”. 


Pending the discussion on this matter, the hour for ad- 
journment arrived,whereupon the Council, on motion, ad- 
journed until g o’clock, Friday morning. 


Friday, June oth,—o A, M. 
The Council met pursuant to adjournment, and was call- 
ed to order by the Bishop. 


Prayers were offered by the Rev. R. A. Cobbs. 


Rev. John W. Lea, not present heretofore, appeared and 
took his seat. 


The Secretary then read a communication from Mr. Gra- 
ham, organizing Secretary of the Church Temperance So- 
ciety, making certain suggestions and propositions. 


On motion,this was referred to a Special Committee of 
three, with instructions to report to-morrow. And said 
Committee was thus constituted—Rev. R. A. Cobbs, Rev. 
Jo Webea, Ma Gi We W. Hall. 
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Rev. R. A. Gibson, Secretary of the Diocesan Mission- 
ary Committee, and in behalf of said Committee, then pre- 
sented the following Report, which, having been read at the 
Missionary meeting, the night before, was not again read. 


REPORT. 


The Missionary Committee of the Diocese, in presenting their annual re- 
port, desire to say, first of all, that they still find reason for encouragement and 
thankfulness. The work under their charge goes forward, as we think the 
following facts and figures will show. 


Of the Churches heretofore reported as commenced in the Mission Field, 
three have, during the past year, been finished, making a total of seven Church 
buildings completed under the charge of our missionaries, since the Diocese 
was organized. Two more have been commenced within the year; within 
which period also, one parsonage has been finished (making three since the 
Diocese was formed), and two others commenced. For parsonages, which as 
yet exist only on paper, or in the minds of a few zealous Church-people, we 
have /o¢s to the number of four. 


Our missionaries, having added to their appointments, since last Council, 
three new places, and to the points where regular Services have been estab- 
lished, three more report to us now from thirty six missionary fields, including 
fifteen parishes which are organized and have had for part of the year, at least, 
regular services. This is a large number of places to be served by nine men, 
which is the number at present on our list, and we therefore hasten to add, 
that during the year, we have assisted twelve of the Clergy of the Diocese. 


The number of confirmations in the mission field is 85 out of the 162 re- 
ported by the Bishop to this meeting of the Council. 


The sum total of funds coming into our treasury is greater this year than 
ever before. A balance from last year of $556.99 secured the July payments 
to our missionaries, and enabled us to make our pledges for the year with 
something like a certainty that we should be able to meet them. To that a- 
mount has been added from the various sources which shall be presently enu- 
merated, $1,743.38, am increase over last year of over $546.65. The total a- 
mount, therefore, upon which we have drawn since last June has been $2,300- 
37. Of this we have disbursed only $1,388.79, and report to the Council the 
large balance of $911.58 now in hand. In this state of affairs your Commit- 
tee think it well’to submit to the Council and the Diocese, some remarks on 
our sources of income,and the principles which govern us in disbursing the 
funds committed to our care. 


And in the first place, it is almost absolutely necessary to the continuance 
and prosperity of our work that we shall always be able to report to the Coun- 
cil, at its annual meeting, a balance in the Treasury. Because, before the mem- 
bers of the Council, we may almost say, have had time to get comfortably set- 
tled at home, on their return from these meetings, much less to send usa col- 
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lection for Diocesan Missions, one-quarter of the salaries of all the Missiona- 
ries who look to us falls due. Then, too, at the meeting of the Committee 
just after Council, our appropriations for another year are made; if the Treas- 
ury were entirely empty at that time our hands would be effectually tied. But 
a balance of $911.58 isa large one, especially as compared with our expendi- 
tures, and we wish the Diocese to know how it has accumulated. Our income 
is derived from four distinct sources: Ist. The collections made for Diocesan 
Missions in the parishes; 2nd. the proceeds of the mite chests distributed in the 
Sunday Schools; 3rd. The responses made by individuals to the Bishop’s ap- 
peal; 4th. Certain funds put into the Bishop’s hands to be used by him at his 
discretion. “Of these last it is probable your Committee will have charge as 
long as they continue to act in entire harmony with the Bishop, because it is 
more convenient for him to cover these funds into our treasury, than to open for 
them a separate bank account. And let it be noted that the money coming 
to us from this source, together with the responses to the appeal sent out by 
the Bishop this spring, make up nearly one third of the amount received by 
us during the year. We hold that any contingency arising in connection with 
mission work in the Diocese may be properly met out of a fund so composed. 
But if provision is to be made for contingencies some surplus would seem to 
be a permanent necessity. Still neither possibilities nor probabilities would 
prevent us from appropriating the money handed us, if we could thereby sup- 
ply the mission field with laborers. Unfortunately, vacancies in our parishes 
cause temporary accumulation of our funds, but it is hardly necessary to say 
we see them with deep regret, and use our best efforts to supply them with the 
least possible delay. 


Your Committee strongly recommended to the Bishop the plan of appeals 
for Diocesan Missions which he adopted this year. It was to address a let- 
ter to individuals instead of a general circular to the Diocese. The success of 
this plan was marked, more money having been raised by it than by any other, 
and not a few encouraging expressions of interest elicited which show the 
cause to be firmly rooted in the hearts of our people. But there may be ob- 
jections to its repetition of which we are unaware. It is therefore mentioned 
here in the hope that members of the Council will freely speak their senti- 
ments concerning it, and indeed will express their views on the whole matter 
of special appeal for this object. 


It ismuch to be desired, also, your Committee think, that the principles on 
which we disburse the Diocesan funds should be clearly understood. They 
are quite well settled in our gwn minds, and if departures from them are ever 
made, it is in exceptional cabes, the facts of which are beyond the reach of our. 
inquiry. 


In our judgment, the Fund in our hand is not best employed in helping par- 
tshes, as such, nor in mertly equalizing salaries, so that one man gets as much 
from the work as another; but rather its chief use is to supply the wecesszties 
of various Clergymen. A moment’s thought will make our meaning plain. 
A missionary enters the field, he takes two or three stations. From each of 
these stations he gets something towards a salary. He is an unmarried man, 


Re oe 
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let ussay. ‘Lhe Missionary Committee finds out on inquiring that he can get 
board comparatively cheap. The amount pledged him by his people is small, 
but adequate to his support. Weald to that amount nothing whatever, but 
promise that even if his people fail to keep their pledge to him, he shall receive 
the full sum of their obligation, and besicles, shall be at no expense for travel- 
ling. Is that close dealing, thins you? The reason is obvious. Another 
missionary is at work in the Diocese. He, like the first, let us take for gran- 
ted, has no private income. From the places to which his ministrations 
are given he derives the same amount of support. But he has a family to 
take care of. It may be the cost of living is greater than in the other case. 
We make him the pledges we made the first, and in addition appropriate to 
him $75, $100, $200, or $300, as may be necessary in our judgment to enable 
him to live with economy, but without meanness. 


From these examples it is evident that in acting on each application for 
appropriation, we endeavor to take into consideration not only the amounts giv- 
en by the parishes or stations applying, but the requirements of a man living in 
that locality; the necessities of the particular person who is to take the place, 
and even the amount of income derived by our missionary from o/her sources. 
This last might seem out of the question for ws, as it is out of the question for 
the parishes. A parish ought to give its Clergyman his dues without regard 
to his private means, whether small or great. But with us the case is different. 
We stand between the Clergy and want or debt, and to give tu a man not in 
danger of either is, in all probability, to ¢¢ke from one threatened by both. 


And in this connection, one word further. We are not anxious in the pre 
sent state of our finances to diminish the charges on our Treasury, but we do 
want to impress upon the Diocese the fact that the help given to the Clergy 
in particular fields is zo¢ intended to be permanent. Ten dollars contributed 
by the people of a parish, from a desire for the services of the Church, is 
worth more to that parish than fifty dollars given by us. We are sure our 
Brethren of the Clergy unanimously agree with us in this view. Who then 
will be first to say to the Committee ; ‘The parish or station where I minister 
no longer requires aid. Let your appropriation be discontinued”? And 
just here it may be well to remark that the Societies, outside of the Diocese, 
from which we get assistance, are even more anxious than we to reduce their 
appropriations ; in some cases only continuing them in response to the urgent 
solicitations of the Bishop. 

The Church News,as you are aware, has, within the past year, changed 
hands, and is now the organ of your Committee. We are reaping the fruits 
of the Rev. Mr. Roller’s efficient labors in the extended circulation the paper 
has had from the beginning of our connection with it. The number of sub- 
scribers, we are glad to say, is constantly increasing. But more are needed 
both for the success of the paper, and, as we think, for the welfare of the Di- 
ocese. <A few additional from each Parish, and we shall not be obliged, in 
any degree, to trench on the Diocesan Fund for its support. 


This report has already been prolonged beyond the limits intended for it, but 
one thing which your Committee deem important remains to be said. It isa 
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reminder to the laity on the subject of the services they wught to expect from 
their Clergymen. ‘This Diocese, dear Brethren, is a Missionary Diocese; not 
merely a few—not half, but all your Clergy, are missionaries, You must ap- 
preciate their missionary work, and help them in it. This you can greatly do, 
if you will consent cheerfully to give up, now and then, one of your regular 
Services, and spare your minister to some Church or congregation more needy 
than your own. The preaching you cannot do by your own mouth you can 
do by that of another, and the Word being blessed to those who receive, shall 
according to a most true promise, be even more blessed to you who thus give.

REPORT: 


Your Committee, to whom was referred the Resolution to amend and 
re-enact Section I. of Canon XI., Title A., relating to Vestries, respectfully 
submit the following Report : 


Omitting the very proper substitution of the word ‘elect’ for **choose”’ 
and “appoint’’, respectively, the change proposed is the insertion above the 
present proviso, of the words : 


“But it shall be the duty of the Minister, if there be one in charge of the 
Parish or congregation, to give notice of the time and place of holding such 
meeting and election, at least two weeks before the saine shall be held; _pro- 
vided, that where Services shall not be held in any Parish or congregation - 
within two weeks, that such notice shall be given at the last meeting, next 
before Easter; and provided further, that in no case shall more than four 
weeks notice of such meeting and election be required.” 


The Canon as it now stands is the result of painstaking care and deliber- 
ate judgment. It was framed to meet all cases likely to arise, and all that 
past experience had pointed out as necessary. While possibly obnoxious to 
verbal criticism, its intent and meaning are too plain to leave doubts about 
construction. Its brevity is also commendable, and with exactness is stated 
just what the Diocese, at the time, wished to be understood. 


It seeks to avoid all manner of contest or complication connected with a 
subject which might otherwise, at times, give rise to trouble and misunder- 
standing. As it accomplishes that important object, it should not be chang- 
ed unless some good reason can be shown therefor. 


Your Committee think it would probably be well to have due notice of 
the election announced ; but to require notice to be given as the amendment 
proposes, might be construed as making the notice a condition precedent to 
a valid election. 


The Canon, as amended, might be deemed mandatory in character, and 


not directory in its purpose; thus, for instance, an election actually held by 
all parties entitled to vote, might be claimed to be void for want of 
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formal notice; or by reason of the notice having been given at the wrong 
period or in the wrong way. Your Committee does not say that wonld be 
the necessary and proper effect in the case supposed; but no question should 
be left open upon a matter often fraught with danger of complication. 


Should the Council deem it advisable to take the action proposed by the 
amendment, your Committee recommend that the matter be embodied in a 
- Resolution, requiring the Minister to give such notice, and providing that 
a failure to comply with the terms of the Resolution shall in no case affect 
the validity of any election. 


Your committee do not recommend the adoption of the amendment to 
seciion 1. of Canon X1., Title A.

REPORT: 


The Committee on Religious Education, having considered the subject 
entrusted to them, as well as the brief time available during the Council 
permits, and aware that the newness of the subject may seem to put theory 
before experiment, respectfully submit the following Resolutions : 


1. That this Committee be instructed to enquire into, and to promote, 
the best means of bringing forward, encouraging, and assisting in their edu- 
cation, young men who may be called to, and wish to enter the Sacred Min- 
istry of the Church; and that this Committee encourage the formation of 
Scholarships for this Diocese, in one or more of our Seminaries. 


2. That Heads of families, and others that may be Guardians of children 
in this Church, be earnestly exhorted to select for the education of the young 
such schools, and teachers as are sound in doctrine. 


3. That in order the better to provide and develope Religious Education, 
according to the teaching of the Protestant Episcopal Church, this Council 
recommends that, wherever possible and expedient, there be a Lay Reader 
appointed in every Parish or Mission Station. 


4, That each Minister establish, under the superintendence of some one 
or more of the male communicants of the Parish, Sunday Schools and Bible 
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Classes, at points conveniently distant from the Church, in the neighborhood 
or in the Country, at which places the Minister can, on oceasion, hold regu- 
lar Services, and preach, 


By this means the knowledge of the Holy Scriptures can be much ex- 
tended, and the Doctrine and Worship of the Church be made familiar to 
the people. 


5. That as a means of getting useful religions information the circulation 
of our Church Paper be diligently promoted, and approved Sunday School 
Papers be employed. 


All of which is respectfully submitted, 


On motion, it was ordered 


That the Report be received, and that the Resolutions 
appended lie over for future consideration. 


Rev. R. R. Swope, from the Standing Committee on the 
Brotherhood, made the annexed 


REPORT : 


The Committee on the Brotherhood respectfully report that but little in- 
terest seems to have been taken in this department of Diocesan work during 
the past year; but seven new members having been obtained in this period, 
and only a small proportion of the annual dues collected. This lack of in- 
terest, we are sorry to say, seems to have been the result of a misunderstand- 
ing of the purpose of a report on the Brotherhood, presented at the last 
Council; though your Committee is well satisfied that the resolutions attach- 
ed to said report, and adopted by the Council, were not intended in any way 
to affect the practical working of the Brotherhood, and that the relations 
of the Brotherhood and the Council are,and always will be, those of hearty 
co-operation. ' 


We therefore commend this Association to the Clergy and Laity of the 
Diocese, and urge the Clergy upon their return to their respective charges 
to bring it before their people, and see that agents are appointed in every 
Parish and Congregation. 


Further we would call attention to the recommendation contained in the 
report made to the last Council, (Journal, 1881, page 58,) referring to dues 
and other payments required from members of the Brotherhood, and recom- 
mend that the Board of Trustees adopt this change, if they have not already 
done so.

Resolved, That all Parishes and Congregations, which have not made 
promises and pledges to the Salary of the Bishop, shall contribute to that ob- 
ject on the basis of one dollar per communicant, and pay the same to the 
Trustee of the Episcopal Fund. 


Resolved, that the same appropriations for the current year as were made 
last year, be made for paying the expenses of printing the Journal, and the 
expenses ‘of the Secretary of the Council, and that twenty-five cents per cap- 
ita of Communicants be assessed against the Parishes for this purpose; and 
further, that the sum of of $100 for postage etc., for the current year be paid 
by the Treasurer to the Bishop out of any funds in his hands. 

All of which is respectfully submitted,

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the Subject, then made the annexed 


REPORT. 


The Committee to whom was referred so much: of the Bishop’s Address 
as relates to Sunday School and Lay Work, respectfully submit the following 
Report: 


In the opinion of your Committee, the importance of this kind of Church 
work is so great that it should receive at the hands of the Church more 
honor and attention than has been hitherto accorded it.. It is a fact that 
there is a marked absence of thoroughness and system, in both the organiza- 
tion and instruction of our Sunday Schools. And so, instead of supple- 
menting the efforts of parents and sponsors to-rear up for the Church a well 
instructed and Godly Laity, they become too often positively detrimental in 
their influence. One important reason of this is the difficulty of obtaining 
the active co-operation of the Laity in this work. Many act asif they re- 
garded it as beneath their dignity to instruct children in the rudimentary 
truths of Religion and Morals, Others want the Sunday hours for them- 
selves; and still others are utterly indifferent to the whole matter. As a 
consequence the work is left to a few, and these not always best fitted for 
the important duties that devolve upon them. 


Your Committee is of the opinion that it would go far toward promoting 
the efficiency of the Sunday School, for this Diocese to express its approval 
of it as an instrumentality of the Church upon which her future will, ina 
great measure, depend, and thus bestow upon it a dignity and honor com- 
mensurate with its importance. 


Further, your Committee is of the opinion that the matter of Sunday 
School work should be entrusted to a Standing Committee, composed of 
Clergymen and Laymen, to be elected annually by the Council, who shall 
consider all things relating thereto, and endeavor to secure the thoroughness 
and efficiency which we now lack. 


To secure this result your Committee propose the following Canon to be 
entitled 
CANON V., TITLE 6. 


SUNDAY SCHOOL AND RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION. 


Section 1. Each annual Council shall appoint a Committee on Sunday 
Schools and Religious Instruction, to consist of ——— Clergymen and 


Laymen. 


Sect. 2. It shall be the duty of this Committee to secure the establishment 
and organization of Sunday Schools, Bible Classes and other means of Re- 
ligious Instruction; to secure the co-operation of competent teachers and 
workers ; to promote interest in the work and to give information upon all 
matters pertaining to the work in this Diocese. 


Sect. 3. It shall be the duty of this Committee to make an annual Report 
to the Council, and a Special Session shall be held during the Session of the 
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Council, in which the matters relating to Sunday School work may be con- 


sidered. R. R. Swope, Chairman. 


On motion the Report was received, and with the Report 
previously made by Rev. R. H. Mason upon,a kindred sub- 
ject, was made the special order for 3 o’clock P. M. 


The Canon reported by the Committee was also referred. 


On motion of Rev. R. R. Swope, it was 


Resolved, That a Committee of three be appointed to report to the next 
Council upon the Subject of Sunday School wor’. 


On motion, it was 


Resolved, That the thanks of this Council be extended to the various 
Steamboats which have extended facilities and courtesies to the members in 
coming to, and returning from this place. 


Resolved, That the Treasurer of this Council be requested to pay the Sex- 
ton of this Church Ten dollars for his services during its session. 


esolved, That the Secretary be authorized to have 590 copies of the 
Journal printed for distribution. 


Rev. J. F. Woods, from the Committee on the State of 
the Church, then made the subjoined 


Report. 


The Committee on the State of the Church beg leave to report that, after 
careful examination of the data laid before them, they find abundant evidence 
for the conclusion that the Diocese was never more prosperous. The outlook 
is certainly encouraging and full of promise. An evidence of this appears in 
the substantial growth of our young Diocese. ‘here are reported at this 
Council 1,951 communicants as against 1,112 reported at the Ist Annual 
Council in 1878, a gain of nearly 100 per cent.; the Clergy have grown from 
14 to 20; the contributions have increased over $25,000; 736 have been con- 
firmed; 9 Churches built, and a number in process of building; three Parson- 
ages erected, and a number under way; the number of places where Confirma- 
tions were held has grown in the present year alone from 29 to 37, and the 
number of organized and unorganized Missions is continually growing. 


Another evidence of this prosperity, and a substantial ground for encourage- 
ment, was the prompt and liberal response to the Bishop’s special appeal for 
aid to Diocesan Missions. 


Another evidence is the reception accorded to the Church, and the part 
taken in her services by many throughout the State who have heretofore had 
little or no acquaintance with her. This, we are assured, is the result of a 
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growing knowledge of her claims and ways, which is doing much toward re- 
moving prejudice, and establishing her influence in the Diocese. 


Again, there is ground for encouragement in our gains in consequence of 
the development of the material resources of the State, which development is 
as yet but fairly begun, and which promises great things in the future. It 
appears that the larger proportion of the Capitalists now investing in our State 
and developing its resources, where they have any religious preference, are 
either Episcopalians or favorable to the Episcopal Church, and consequently 
are contributing nota little to her advancement. 


But in this outlook your Committee would not be so dazzled by the bright 
features, as to overlook all defects and discouragements. 


1. We would mention the contentment of some Congregations or Vestries 
their representatives, with no Pastor, and consequently no regular services. 
We know it is no easy thing at this time, to obtain a suitable Minister; but 
this, instead of being a reason for settling down into contentment therewith, 
should all the more stimulate to effort to secure one, if possible. We, there- 
fore, urge such Congregations and Vestries, for the welfare of their organiza- 
tion, not to be content with their present state, but to bestir themselves and 
prove that they are alive, and they will thus increase very much their chances 
of obtaining a Minister in holy things. 


2. We would mefition a want of system, or rather a want of a proper system, 
on the part of some Vestries in conducting the financial affairs of the Parish. 
The evil of this almost always appears in the difficiency of the Minister’s sala- 
ry, and in the irregularity with which it is paid, if ever paid. If such would 
heed the advice of our Bishop, and at once introduce monthly, or what is bet- 
ter, weekly payments or collections, the results would astonish them, and cer- 
tainly be more satisfactory to all concerned. And we recommend that a 
quarterly report of the financial condition of the Parish or Mission be made 
publicly to the Congregation. Your Committee would most heartily endorse 
the Bishop’s suggestion, that all Congregations, not in charge of a Minister, 
should keep up regular contributions as if they had one, and to facilitate this, 
that a lay reader be appointed. By so doing, a life and interest in the Parish 
will be kept up that would not otherwise be the case. Besides the carrying 
out of this is a duty they owe to themselves, their Diocese, and the Church 
at large. 


Lastly, we would call attention to the great importance of every Parish 
having a parsonage. What has been accomplished in this line should be a 
stimulus to those who have as yet done nothing. Steps should be taken at 
once in every Parish, without a parsonage, to secure one. ‘And a most impor- 
tant step towards this is the securing of the ground. If this much cannot be 
done at once, a Parsonage Fund, it may be never so small, might be started. 
This should be invested and added to from time to time, and not be diverted 
to any other object, and the result will most certainly be in time a parsonage. 
Attention to this will do much towards making the Parishes independent, and 
the Ministry more comfortable and will increase very much the material wealth 
of the Diocese. _ 
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There are some subjects, such as Temperance, and the Permanent Fund, we 
might touch upon; we fear we have already transgressed our limits, so will 
conclude by saying that the more intimate our acquaintance with the field, the 
more we are encouraged by the results. The great extent of our territory, 
comprising mountains, hills and valleys, well watered, rich in minerals and 
being rapidly settled up, impresses us with the magnitude of our work. The 
call to “go up and possess the land” is loud. ‘The field is white unto the 
harvest,’ and opening up on every hand, and, indeed, faster than we have 
men and means to possess it. Therefore, if our Ministry will only persevere 
in their labor of love and self-denial, under their faithful Leader, and the 
Laity will only uphold their hands and abound in like acts of devotion, our 
Zion shall arise and shine. She shall lengthen her cords and_ strengthen her 
stakes, to the glory of God the Father, God the Son, and God the Holy Ghost.

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It is distinctly understood and directed that the location of the lot for the 
aforesaid Residence, and the plan and style of the building shall all be in 
accordance with the approval of the Bishop.

The Committee to whom was referred the Resolutions of the last Coun- 
cil, calling for an inquiry into the present Organization of the Brotherhood, 
and its relation to the Diocese, respectfully submit the following Report : 


The Brotherhood was formed by the Council in June, 1880. Its object is 
to assist the families of deceased Clergymen of the Diocese. Its Organization 
was made complete at once, and under,the energetic management of its 
officers, Mr. G. W. Thompson, Jr., President; Mrs. H. C. Jackson, Secretary, 
and Mrs. W. Vrooman, Treasurer, great care was taken to have its claims 
properly advocated. 


Upon diligent inquiry made, your Committee have ascertained that, not- 
withstanding the difficulties of undertaking a new enterprise to provide for 
contingencies not yet pressing, the zealous efforts of its Officers had created a 
decided interest in the Brotherhood. Private funds were liberally used in the 
prosecution of the work; pamphlets were freely distributed, and, as far as 
practicable, the matter was brought to the attention of the people in all parts 
of the Diocese. 


In all this the officers and Trustees have had prompt and efficient co-oper- 
ation in many quarters, and up to the last Council it seemed to promise well. 


For reasons stated in the Report of the Committee on the Brotherhood 
presented to the present Council, comparatively little has been done during 
the past year. 


In a very concise and eloquent address put forth by the Officers, and 
accompanied by the Constitution and By-Laws of the Brotherhood, can be 
found all the information that could be furnished by this Committee. 


By Article VIII of that Constitution the Officers of the Brotherhood are 
appointed by the Council. 


Your Committee accordingly recommend the immediate re-election of the 
Officers who have heretofore served, and that the Brotherhood be earnestly 
commended to the encouragement and support of the friends of the Church. 


We believe that the present Organization would not be improved by 
incorporation or further legal form, and we advise that the recommendations 
on page 58 of the Journal of 1881, be referred to the said Officers,

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To THE CoUNCIL OF THE DIOCESE OF WEST VIRGINIA, HOLDEN IN 
CHRIST CHURCH, POINT PLEASANT, JUNE 7, 1882. 


Since the foundation of the Diocese, (May 30, 1878, by the Consecration of 
our Bishop.) there has come to the hands of the Trustee of the Episcopal 
Fund for the payment of the Bishop’s Salary, the sum of $8,951.75, out of 
which the sum of $8,800.00 has been paid to him, which is in full for his sal- 
ary to June 1, 1882, leaving on hand the sum of $151.75. 

The payment of the Bishop’s Salary depends on three sources of supply : 


1. The voluntary contributions of godly, and well disposed people who de- 
sire the prosperity of the Church, who seek, as incident thereto the welfare of 
Society, and who desire as the end of all this, to promote the profoundest in- 
terest of humanity. 

2. The Communicants’ Fund of the whole Diocese, not including the 
foregoing, nor those Parishes which have taken upon themselves the obligation 
to contribute their respective stipulated sums, 


3. The contributions of the Parishes last named. 


It is desirable, so far as it may be practicable, that hereafter the sums to be 
received from these three several sources should be kept separate, and be pre- 
sented in their distinct tabulations and details, but brought forward into a com- 
mon aggregate, and this for several reasons. As to the first class, that all those 
goodly people who contribute of their abundance, and in other cases, undoubt- 
edly of their simpler means, to the cause so near their hearts, and with the ap- 
proval of their consciences and judgments, may see that what they give shall 
have its proper application ; and that as good deeds (as we sadly know of evil 
communications) have a tendency to distribute their wholesome influences 
among others, others may be induced to do likewise, and thus the circle of 
these salutary examples may be enlarged in the waters of the truly “ving life. 


As to the second class, our Diocese was fermitted to come into existence 
under very peculiar circumstances, almost wholly unlike the creation of any 
Diocese within isthe jurisdiction of the General Convention. Feeble in the 
number of selft'supporting Parishes, feeble in the number of Communicants, 
feeble in the amount which could be pledged for the support of the Episco- 
pate, and without any absolutely solid foundation even for the payment of that 
small sum; but relying on personal honor and integrity as exalted and enno- 
bled by Christian influences, on these Christian influences themselves, and on 
the inspiring energy of all new movements animated by the divine breath, we 
were committed to our own energies, and our purest and holiest purposes to 
carry forward the work which, under such circumstances, we had voluntarily 
assumed. 


We could only promise a limited compensation to the Bishop, and our 
pledges only amounted to a little more than a moral assurance that this small 
sum would be paid. But so, it created upon us an obligation higher than 
bonds and seals. The General Convention, with great unanimity and the 
most generous confidence, committed to us the keeping of these assurances. 
And Iwill be permitted, here to say, that it did require some moral courage in 
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the Christian Hero who accepted the trial and the duty, which placed him as 
the leader at the head of this Division of the army of our noble Church. He 
accepted the position with the knowledge that there would be the usual muta- 
tions which attend all human affairs in the continuances of the direct pledges 
to which I have referred, and that in the course of time not only his own sal- 
ary, but the general expenses of the Diocese, atsome indefinite period, would 
have to depend on the Communicants’ Fund, and on the voluntary contribu- 
tions of all kind and faithful people. 


These were some of the responsibilities which hung around his acceptance, 
knowing, as he must have done, how much depended on his own zeal, untir- 
ing energy, calm and sagacious judgment, the unfaltering support of his peo- 
ple, and the blessing of God. You, my brethren, and you, my sisters, of the 
Church will join me in bearing most ample and sincere testimony to the zeal. 
which knows no abatement, to the energy which asks no conditions but all op- 
portunities to do more, and to do all to promote the Master’s kingdom, and 
to bless the land, which has characterized his manifold work amongst us. So 
this Commuuicants’ Fund should be kept separate and distinct, as a kind of 
banner in the front, as always indicating the point of stress, and as indicating 
the means and direction of our continual success. We must not however, for- 
get that a considerable proportion of that which comes to us through the form 
of the Pledges given by the Parishes is in fact the contribution of this fund, 
and that the residue is the g¢f¢ of good friends, without whose assistance our 
enterprise must have failed. 


The third class should be kept distinct for its own reasons of certainty and 
responsibility. 


The support of the Diocesan as the higher and more general authority of 
our part of the Church is the more obligatory duty, and any failure to give him 
proper support endangers the larger interest of the Diocese. A failure here 
destroys the larger unity of our action. ‘A failure here will paralyze his pow- 
ers so that he can not enlarge the resources which an increase of numbers in 
all parts of the Diocese will give in and for the future. 


Parishes, ordinarily, will or may take care of themselves, though in instance 
their new born zeal may flaz or die out, but the general interest of all men 
who love the Church must still survive, and the future must be provided for, 
and though the Communicants’ Fund may increase, as by the blessing of God 
upon the discharge of our duties it will increase, until it shall absorb all these 
Pledges, yet till then we must “hold up the arms’ which so aid to bring peace 
to the world, and the true victory to humanity. As the first step in this pro- 
cess of solidifying the structure of our diocesan existence I respectfully but 
confidently suggest the propriety and justice of socuring a permanent HOME 
for the Bishop, which shall be the property of the Diocese. Upon this gen- _ 
eral proposition much may be reasonably said in its favor; but as this must de- 
pend upén the general judgment of the Council; it is meet and proper that 
that judgment should be gathered from the general expression of their views, 
and wishes. 
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The Trustee suggests that as matters now stand, his own duty extends tech- 
nically, only to the Fund arising from the Pledges; but there is such unity in 
the subject matter, that all of these sources of income directed to this one sub- 
ject should be confided to one agent, by a Resolution of Council. 


He herewith submits an attempted tabulation of these sources of income ; 
bus as it was an after-thought, amd only recently presented to his mind, it is 
very imperfect, and is only intended as suggestive.

Twelve of the Sunday services mentioned in this Report were conducted at 
Smithtown, eight miles from here, where we always have good and attentive 
congregations, and very hearty responses. We believe the service of the Epis- 
copal Church is highly appreciated there. 


Fourteen more services, partly on week days, were held at Mannington, Mt. 
Harmony, Newport, and other places. Three of the Communicants reported 
above live at Mannington and four at Smithtown. We have had service twice 
at Beverly, Randolph County, and twice at Phillippi, Barbour County. At 
each of these places there is one Communicant, zo¢ included above.
